The beg! lining of this year corresponded with 
Thursday. 14eh Ramazan, 975 H + (Hth March, '15GB). 
At the beginning of tins year Che Emperor left Ajmir. 
and proceeded by way of Mewat towatds Agra. On his 
joutney, he passed a jungle which was the abode of lions 
(sher) and tigers (babaf)> A. terrible dgci (jr/ifr) 1 came- 
out. and His Majesty's followers, who were constantly 
in attendance upon him. discharged their arrows and 
stretched him in the dust. His Majesty then gave orders, 
[hat if a like tiling should occur agtdn, they were not to 
shoot until he directed them. As they went on, another 
tiger ( sher)t larger and fiercer than the first, came out 
and made towards the Emperor, No one o£ the atten¬ 
dants dared to fire without orders. The tiger-hunting 
King alighted from his horse and levelled a musket iit 
the beast. t The ball graced the animal’s face, inflicting-a 
slight wound, which caused him to rush from his place 
towards His Majesty. The Emperor fired a second time, 
and brought him down. At this juncture, ] Adil Muham¬ 
mad Kandahari, boldly placed an arrow to his bow, anti 
faced the animal, which then turned away from the Ein j 
peror and attacked him. It brought him to the ground., 
and! was about to take his head in his mouth. That 
brave fellow, in his supreme moment, thrust his hand 
into thd animal’s mouth, and sought to draw his dagger 
to stab him in the belly. Em the handle of the dagger 
stuck in the sheath, and the beast gnawed the flesh and 
skin oF the hand which was in his mouth. Notwithstand¬ 
ing this, J Adil managed to draw his dagger, and inflicted 
some deep wounds in the animal's belly. Brave men

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gathered round oil all sides and finished him. *Adil 
Muhammad received a sword-cut besides die -wounds the 
tiger had given him. He lay for some time on the bed 
of pain before be died of his wounds. 

After the tiger hunt the royal camp moved towards 
Alwar* and directions were given that it should proceed 
thither, while die Emperor himself went to pay a visit 
ro Shaikh Nizam NamanJi, He thou returned to the 
<anjp, find proceeded with the army to the 
capital. 

After a stay of some months at Agra, the Emperor 
resolved to attack the fort of RatUamfihor, renowned 
as one of the strongest and highest fortresses of Hindus¬ 
tan, An order was issued for the assembling of those 
troops which had not been engaged in the siege of 
Chiton Ashraf Kir an Miranunshi and Sndik Khan were 
sent on this service with a large portion of the Imperial 
army, When these amir.f hud marched several stages, in¬ 
telligence reached the Emperor of disturbances created 
by the sons of Muhammad Sultan Mirza, who had cscap- 
ted from the hands of Ghangiz Khan, in Gujarat, 3 and 
had laid siege to the fort nf Ujjain, in Malwa. The Em¬ 
peror then directed that Kalij Khan, with the amirs and 
ihe army that had been sent to Rantambhor, should 
under take the repression of the revolt of the 
Mirras- 

The two forces united according to the order. On 
approaching Scroll], Shahahn-d din. the ruler of that 
s&rkar, came forth to meet them. He joined them and 
marched on with them. When they encamped at Sarang- 
putj Shall Bidagli Khan joined them with his forces. The 
army, had now grown very large. When the Mirths were 
apprised of its approach, they raised the siege nF Ujjain, 
;and went off towards Mundu. Muhammad Murad Khan

marched together in pursuit of the Mirras, who lied 
before them from Maudu to the banks, of the 
Neibadda. They crossed this river in such confusion 
that many of their men were drowned. Just at this time 
|]ajhar Khan I-labshi murdered Giiangir, Khun* the ruler 
of Gujarat* in the tirpauliyu mtiuktn of Ahmadabad. 
When the Mirras heard of this* they seized the chance 
■which it afforded* and fled to Gujarat. The Imperial 
m nits turned back from tire river Nerbadda, and the 
jagirdaw of Mandu returned to their jagirs. Kalij Khan 
and die other amirs proceedcd u> Court, and were ro- 
■ccivcd with royal favour,. On reaching Gujarat* die 
Mircas lirnt seized upon, the fort of Ghampaiiir/ and 
then marched auditst Broach, to which they laid siege. 
After a while, they by stratagem got into their power 
Rustam Khan Rumi* w!u> was besieged in the fort, and 
put him to death. 1 . The remainder of ihis transaction 
will be told in its proper place. 

In die course of this year Mir Mull a min ad Khan-i 
kalarij Kutubu-d din Muhammad Khan, and Kanval 
Khan Gliakar, jagirdars of the Pan jab. were summoned 
to Court, They hastened to obey* mid in R.abi*u-l 
awwah {?7fi H.» they arrived and made their.offerings. 
Husain Kelt Khan and his brother Isma’ii Khan were 
summoned from Nagor, and appointed to the govern¬ 
ment of die Punjab instead of them, 'Hie jagir of 
Muhammad Klran-i Kalan* in the .tur/tar of Sam-

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bal, became a tankhwah. When the Emperor march¬ 
ed to conquer Rantambhor, Husain Kuli Khan 
was his personal attendant in the campaign. But after 
the reduction of Rantambhor, and the return of His 
Majesty to Agra, Husain Kuli Khan and his brother 
Ismail Kuli Khan took leave and departed to the 
Panjab. On the 1st Rajab, the Emperor marched from 
Agra against Rantambhor. Proceeding to Dehli, he- 
stayed there some days and vent out to a kamurgha 
hunt, in the neighbourhood of Palam, vhcrc four or 
five thousand animals were killed. 

FOURTEENTH YEAR OE THE REIGN 

The beginning of this year agreed with 5th Rama¬ 
zan, 076 H. (22nd February, 1569). The Emperor 
marched at the opening of the year towards Rantam¬ 
bhor, and in a short period arrived at the foot of die 
fort. The place was invested, batteries raised, sabats. 
constructed, and several breaches were effected by bat¬ 
tering with cannon. 

Rai .Surjan, the commander of the fort, when he- 
Observed the progress of the siege, was brought down, 
from the pinnacle of his pride and insolence, and he 
sent out his two sons, Dudh and Bhoj by name, to ask. 
for terms. His Majesty received kindly the two young 
men, who had come to seek his mercy, and pardoned 
their transgressions. He sent Husain Kuli Khan, who 
had received the title of Khan-jahan, into the fort to give- 
assurances to Rai Surjan. He did so, and brought the 
Rai to wait upon the Emperor, when he made a frank 
submission, and whs enrolled among the royal' 
servants.® On Wednesday, 3rd Shawwal, the conquest 
of the fortress was accomplished, and on the next day 
the Emperor went in to examine the place. He placed 
Mibtar Khan in command of the fortress, and then pre¬ 
pared to return to the capital. Leaving the array under

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cthe command of Khwaja Amiaaid din Mali mud, ft ho 
was entitled Khwaja-jahan, and Muzaffar Khan, the 
Emperor left diem to conduct the army back to the 
•capital, while he made a hasty journey to pay a visit to 
the tomb of Fab.u-1 an war Khwaja Mtr mud din 
Chiuhti. Be remained there a week, and then departed 
for Agra, where he arrived on Wednesday, 4th ZH ka'da, 
U76. Darhar Khan, one of his personal attendants, had 
been com pelted by sickness to continue with the army, 
and he died before His Majesty readied Agra, Upon 
his return His Majesty went into the Khan's dining 
ball, and made a princely provision for his 
family. 

YOU N D ATI ON OF THE TOWN OF FATHPUR. 

The Emperor had several sons born to him, but 
none of them had lived. Shaikh Salim Ckishti, who re¬ 
sided at tile town of Sikri, twelve kos from Agra, had 
gladdened him with the promise of a son. The Emperor 
went to visit the Shaikh several times, and remained 
,thc;re ten or twenty days on each occasion. He com¬ 
menced a fine building there on the top of a hi EL neir 
The Shaikh's monastery. The Shaikh also commenced a 
new monastery and a fine mosque, which at the present 
•day has no equal in the world, near the royal mansion. 
The amifjs also built houses and mansions for them¬ 
selves, When one ol the Emperor's wives became preg¬ 
nant, he conveyed her to the dwelling of the Shaikh and 
left her there. Sometimes he stayed there himself, some- 
times at Agra. He gave the name of Fathpur to Sikii. 
-and built a bazar and baths there. 

CONQUEST OV KAllNJAR 

This b a strong fortress, and many former Sultans 
had been ambitious o£ taking it. Slier Khan Afghan 
(Sher .Shah) besieged it for a year, but was killed in the 
altempE to take it, as has been narrated in the bistory 
■ot hi$ reign. During the interregnum of the Afghans, 
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Raja Ram Chandar* had purchased the fort at a high 
price from Ifijilli 7 Khan, the adapted son 
hhwaiida) of Bihar Kb an Afghan. The renown of the 
eonquegt of the forts of Chi toy and Rantamblior spread 
through the vqrld) and the men o£ the Imperial army 
who held jdgtVjf In the neighbourhood of Kalinjar were 
constantly forming plans for the capture of Unit fori, 
and were anxious to begin the war. Raja Ram Chantlar 
was a prudent and experienced man, and considered 
himself an adherent, of the Imperial throne, He sent by 
bis envoy the keys of the fortress and suitable offerings, 
with congratulations for the victories achieved, to Lite 
Emperor, On the same day the custody of the fortress wa» 
given into the charge of Majnun Khan Kakslml, one of 
the jagirdars of that quarter,, and a friendly Jarman was 
sent to Raja Ram Chandar. The fortress came into Lite 
possession of tite Emperor in the month of 5afar, <177 IT., 
in the fourteenth year of his reign. 

iuktn o! 1 " rniNCK sultan sat.tm shiuka 
On Wednesday, iStil of Rabi‘u-1 awwal, H77 H., 

and the fourteenth year of Lhe reign, when semi hours 
of the day had passed, the exalted prince Sultan Salim 
Mirra was born in the house of Shaikh Salim GbisUti in 
the town of Fatlipur, The Emperor himself was in Agra 
at; that time, and the joyful tidings was conveyed to him 
by Shaikh Ibrahim, son-in-law of Shaikh Salim, who was 
right loyally rewarded. In thanksgiving for this happy 
event, gifts were distributed among the people, prison¬ 
ers were set free, and great feasts were field, which were 
kept up for seven days with great pleasure and rejoicing! 
The date of the birth is found in the words Sfink-i fd i

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Timur. Khwaja Husain composed an ode, of which the 
first line contained the date of the Emperor’s accession, 
and the second the date of the prince’s birth. The 
Khwaja received a present of two lacs of tankas for this 
ode, and several other poets received rewards for thoir 
productions. The Emperor made Fathpur* a royal 
abode, raised a stone fortification round it, and built 
some splendid edifices, so that it became a great city. 
Before the prince was born, the Emperor had resolved 
in his own mind, that if the Almighty granted his wish¬ 
es, he w'ould go a pilgrimage on foot to the shrine of 
Muradu-l nnwar Kulbu-l unsiUn Khwaja Mu’inud din 
Chishti. Having prepared his offerings, cn Friday, the 
12th Sha’ban, 977, he started on foot from Agra for 
Ajmir. Even* day he travelled siven or eight kos . He 
visited the shrine, and performed the usual observances 
immediately upon his arrival. He passed some days 
there, and then left Ajmir for Dchli, where he arrived 
in Ramaxan, 977.

FIFTEENTH YEAR OF THE REIGN 

The beginning of this year corresponded with 
Saturday, the 6th Shawwal, 977 H. (14th March, 1570). 
...On Thursday, the STd Muharram, 978, the star of good 
fortune shone, and the Emperor had another son, Prince 
Murad, borne to him in the house of Shaikh Salim. In 
gratitude for this blessing, he opened the hand of liber-* 
aiity, and gave away many munificent gifts, and men 
were enriched by his bounty. The nobles and officers 
of the Court presented offerings suitable to their res¬ 
pective ranks, and received robes of honour. Maulana 
Kasim Arslan on this occasion WTOtc a couplet, of which 
the first line contained the date of the birth of Prince 
Salim, and the second that of Prince Murad. 

• march of the emperor to ajmir 
The Emperor was accustomed, wherever lie might

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be, to pay a visit every year to lilt: tomb o£ Mu’inuT 
hakk wau-d din Hasan Sanjari at Ajmir. Jit this happy 
year, on the Sth Rabihid Akhir* 97 &* he started for that 
place* in order to show his gratitude for the boon grant* 
-ed to him. He stayed twelve days at Fathpur* in order 
to make some neccssaiy arrangements for Jiis journey. 
He arrived at Ajmir in due course. To show his favour* 
.and ko improve the condition of the place* he ordered 
a strong wall to he built, iound it, and a palace Lo be 
erected in it for his own residence. The amirs and 
khans, and attendants of the Court, vied with each 
■other in erecting dwellings there. He distributed the 
villages and lands and houses of Ajmir among his amjrx/ 
to enable them to pay the expenses of tlie new build* 
ings. On Friday* 4th Juai&daT akhir, he left Ajmir, and 
arrived in sight of Nagor on the LGth. Here there is a 
large tank, which he ordered Jus soldiers to dig and Jill 
with water. He himself inspected the tank, and gave 
in the name of Shukr taiao. 

While he was thus staying at Nagor, Cbandar Sen, 
■son of Rai Maldco 0 came to pay iris allegiance, and 
make his offerings, Raja Kalyan Mai* the Raja of 
Bikanlr, also came with his son, Rai Singh, to wait upon 
His Majesty* and present his tribute. The loyalty and 
sincerity oE both father and son being manifest* the 
Emperor married Kolya n MaFs daughter. For fifty days 
he shed the light of his jus Lice and equity upon the poor 
.people of Nagor* From thence he proceeded to Ajodhan, 
to pay a visit to the tomb of Shaikh Faridu-d. din Mas’ud 
'Ganj-i shakar. Rai Kalyan Mai, who was so fat that he 
could not ride on horseback, now received permission to 
return to Bikanii; but his son was ordered to remain 
.in attendance upon His Majesty* in which he received 
high promotion, as will be related in the proper place. 

There wore many wild asses (gor-AJiflr) in tJiis de¬ 
sert country, and IT is Majesty* who had never hunted

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■this animat was desirous of doing so. One day as lie 
was journeying on, the scouts brought information that 
there was a herd of wild asses in the vicinity of the 
camp. He immediately mounted a fleet courser, and 
after a ride of four or five kos, came in sight of the herd. 
He got off his horse, and commanded all his followers 
to remain quiet. He himself, with four or five Biluchis, 
who were acquainted with the country, approached the 
herd with guns in their hands. At the first shot he struck 
an ass, and the remainder of the herd, being frightened 
by the noise, dispersed. His Majesty cautiously ap¬ 
proached, and struck another, and so on, until sixteen 
asses fell by his hand. That day he travelled nearly 
seventeen kos in hunting, and at the close returned to 
ilic camp. By his order the sixteen asses were 
brought to the camp in carts, and their flesh was distri¬ 
buted in front of the royal tent amotig the amirs and 
-courtiers. Then he proceeded towards Ajodhan; and 
•on arriving in sight of the place, lie went on immediate¬ 
ly. and performed all die ceremonies of pilgrimage, and 

•dListributcd his bounty among the poor. 

From thence he proceeded towards Lahore, and 
when he arrived at Dipalpur, the jagirdar of that par- 
gana, Mirra ’Aziz Muhammad Kokaliash, who bore the 
tide of 'Azam Khan, and was well known as Mirza Koka, 
prepared an entertainment, and begged him to stay 
there a few days and rest. His Majesty graciously con¬ 
sented, and remained there. For some days feasting 
went on, and upon the last day splendid offerings were 
presented to him. Arab and Persian horses, with sad¬ 
dles of silver; huge elephants, widi chains of gold and 
silver, and housings of velvet and brocade; and gold and 
silver, and pearls and jewels, and rubies and garnets of 
•great price: chairs of gold, and silver vases, and vessels 
•of gold and silver; stuffs of Europe, Turkey, and China, 
and oilier precious things beyond all conception. Pre- 
•sents of similar kind also were presented for the young 
princes and the Emperor’s wives. All the ministers 
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and attendants and dignitaries received presents, and 
every soldier of the army also participated in the bounty. 

SIXTEENTH YEAR OF THE REIGN 

The beginning of this year corresponded with Sun¬ 
day, 17th Sliawwal, 978 H. (13th March, 1571 A.D.). 

At die beginning of this year His Majesty departed 
from Dipalpur for Lahore, and Hasan Kuli Khan, die 
governor of that city, hastened forth to receive him. 
Leaving his cainp at Malkapur, the Emperor went on 
speedily to Lahore. He passed that day and night iu 
the house of Hasan Kuli, and next day die Khan pre¬ 
sented his gifts. On the following day the Emperor re¬ 
turned to the camp, and after spending a few days in 
the vicinity of Lahore, he set off for Hisar-Firozah, on a 
visit to the shrine of Khwaja Mu’inu-d din. 

Nahid Begam. was wife of Mnhibb ’Ali Khan son of 
Mir Khalifa, and her mother was wife of Mirza ’Isa 
Tarkhan, the ruler of Thatta. Mirza ’Isa being dead, 
Nahid Begam hail received leave from His Majesty about 
a year before this date to go to Sind, to sec her mother, 
and bring the daughter of Mirza ’Isa to pay homage to 
the Emperor. Muhammad Baki Tarkhan now' occupied 
the seat of his father, and would have nothing to do with 
Nahid Begam. She therefore returned in anger to the 
Emperor, and made a statement of the harshness and 
tyranny of Muhammad Baki, and of the disrespect he 
had shown to the Emperor’s servants. She said that if 
the Emperor would permit and support her husband 
Muhibb ’Ali Khan, he could easily cflect the conquest of 
Thatta. As Nahid Begam was returning from Thalta, she 
had some conversation at Bakar with Sultan Mahmud 
Bakari who was one of die officers of Mirza Shah Husain 
Arghun, and his hoka; and, after the death of Mirza 
Shah, Bakar remained in his possession. This Sultan 
Mahmud Salai Samarknndi told Nahid Begam that if 
Muhibb 'Ali Khan would undertake the conquest of 
Thatta, he would join and assist him, and that he would 
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have no need of any further support. Iti consequence 
of this promise, Nahid Bcgam was very desirous of going 
10 Sind, Muhibb 'All Khan had for a long time given, 
up the military life, so the Emperor granted him a 
banner and a kettle-drum, and he gave him a jagii of 
fifty lacs of tankas in tile satkar of Multan, towards the 
expense of the campaign. He also sent with him his 
daughter's son Muj&hid, a young man o£ resolution and 
courage, and lie wrote a farman to Sa’id Khan, the ruler 
of Multan, directing him to support Muhibb ’Alt Khau. 

Whcn the Emperor left the Punjab for Fathpur his 
toyal residence (dam-l hhihfat), lie sent Muhibb AU on 
3iis expedition. Upon arriving at his jagir in Multan,, 
Muhibb S AU set about collecting men, and got together 
nearly 400 horse. Relying upon Sultan Mahmud Bakari, 
he wrote letters to him. and began his match. But Sultan 
Mahmud was adverse lo the entrance of any Imperial' 
forces into his territory, so, disregarding the promises he 
bad made to Nahid Begam, he sent to flay that be would 
not allow Muhibb J Aii to pass through Jus country l but 
that if Muhibb ’Ali would march by way of Jesalmir, he 
would send his army to him* and render him ah the 
assistance he could. 

Muhibb 'Ali, and liis grandson Mujahid, took a bold 
course, and proceeded towards Bakar, Sultan Mahmud 
sent his whole army to oppose them, but his men were 
defeated, and obliged to seek refuge in the fort of 
Manila. Mujahid and Muhibb *Ali Khan besieged the 
fort for six months, and at length obtained possession of 
it by capitulation. Ae this time Mubarak KJiaii, a slave 
of Sultan Mahmud’s who acted as his vakil t being 
aggrieved wilEi his master, went and joined Muhibb ’All. 
The latter having increased his force, laid siege to Bakar. 
Sultan Mahmud sent out his army, amounting to uoartk 
201)0 horse and 4000 foot, archers, and gun tiers. They 
were defeated in battle and driven hack into the fort. 
For three years Sultan Mahmud sometimes daily, some¬ 
times every two or three days, sent out armed ships and 
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ghrabs to light. Three times he sent out his whole army, 
horse and foot, to fight a regular battle, but each time 
he was defeated. In consequence of the large number 
•of men which he had crowded into the fort, pcstillcncc 
.and sickness 10 broke out and became very fatal, so that 
500 to 1000 persons died daily. At length, in the year 
•983, Mahmud himself died, and the fort came into the 
possession of the Emperor’s adherents. 

When the Emperor left the Panjab and proceeded 
to Fathpur, Muu’im Khan Khan-khanan came from 
'Jaunpur, bringing Sikand.lr Khan with him. The 
•offences of Sikandar Khan were pardoned, and the jagir 
•of Lucknow was conferred upon him. Khan-khanan 
•quickly returned to secure his Bengal frontier. Sikandar 
Khan also took his leave, and was sent along with Khan- 
khanan to his jagir. Each received a jewelled sword-belt 
and four horses with golden saddles. Soon after his 
.arrival at Lucknow, Sikandar Khan fell sick, and died on 
the 10th Jumada-1 awwal, 979 H.

The beginning of this year corresponded with Tues¬ 
day, 25th Shawwal, 979 H. (11th March, 1572 A.D.) 

CAMPAIGN IN GUJARAT 11 

In tile Court of the Emperor conversation continu- 
.ally turned upon the state of affairs in Gujarat, and in¬ 
formation was often brought about the oppression and 
wilfulness of its petty rulers, and about the ruin of its

,master, and its amirs were quarrelling with each other , 
■and oppressing the peasants. ’Itimad Khan was minister 
■of the country, but was not able to keep it in his grasp, 

.and each chief in his own city considered himself 
supreme ruler ,of Gujarat — Tarikh-i Alfi. 
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towns find cities. Now that His Majesty's mind was sct. 
quite at test by the suppression of rebels, and the reduc¬ 
tion of ilieir lofty forts, he turned his attention to the 
conquesL of Gujarat. The order was given for the- 
assernbling of the army, and on the 20th 5 a far, 980, in 
the eighteenth year of the reign, the Emperor started And 
proceeded enjoying die chase on his way, to Ajmir. On 
the 15lh Rabhud awwal, he paid a visit to the lomb of 
Khwaja Mu J inu-d din Chishti, and gladdened ihe hearts 
of the shaikhs and attendants with his munificent gifts. 
Next day be made a visit to the tomb of Saiyid Husain 
Khang<arrwar ( a descendant of Zainn-l f abidin, which is 
on the top of a bill at Ajmir. Next day, Mir Muham- 
mad Khan Atka. belter known by the title of Khan-i 
kalan, was sent on in advance with 10.000 horse, itnd His 
Majesty followed on the 22nd Rabi’u-si sam. 

Two stages from Nugor, messengers brought him. 
the news that in die night of Wednesday, 2nd Jnroada-l 
awwal, a son was born to him (at Ajmir) 13 He spent 
several days in rejoicing, and made many happy by his 
muni licence. As the child had been bom in the house 
of Shaikh Uaiiiyat, one of the most pious and celebrated 
shaikhs of the time, he gave the prince the name of 
JD a nival, After the rejoicings were over, Inc again march¬ 
ed and arrived at Nagor, on the 9 th Jumada-1 awwal. 
There lie remained fourteen days employed in arranging 
for the supply of his aiiny. 

Erom thence he marched tp Miratli, and there he 
was informed that when Mir Mu hair mad Khan came 
near to .Sirohi, the Raja of chat place professed subjec¬ 
tion and obedience, imd sent some Rajputs as envoys to 
wait upon the Mir, The envoys arrived and delivered 
their message. Mir Muhammad Khan gave them an 
appropriate, answer and fine robes and then, according 
to the etiquette observed among the people of India, hp 
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-dismissed Ehem with hi* own band, 13 Out of those dcs 
peraie envoys at that moment subbed the Kb an in 
the breast. ami. the weapon pi cited through to his back, 
under the shoulder. Bahadur Khan, a young mail and 
a servant of the Khan, who was standing behind Sher 
Khan* but now has his place among the nobles* rushed 
lor ward, and seizing the Rajput* dashed him to the 
ground. Muhammad Sadik. Khan, who was soared by 
die side of Lhc Khan, arose and despatched the accursed 
wretch with hi* dagger. When this intelligence reached 
the Emperor, on tile same day he sent Laalijur Khan Mir- 
bakkfhi lo inquire after Mir Muhammad Khan* and 
next day he marched forward himself. Sadik Muham¬ 
mad Khan and the other umtrf called in surgeons, who 
dressed the Khan’s wounds, and by die Emperor's good 
fortune the seveiie wound was cured in fifteen days, and 
the Khan mounted his horse with his quiver girt upon 
his loins. 

The Emperor continued his march, and on the Kill 
Jiiniiida-s sani formed ft junction with the advanced 
force, ’When ho readied Siroht, eighty Rajputs in a 
It ft] pic and seventy in the Raja’s house stood ready to 
‘perform the vow they had made to die. In a few 
moments they were all despatched. Dost Mu ham mad, 
son of Tatar Khan, perished in the Raja's house. At 
j.liis stage His Majesty resolved to send one of his officers 
to make sure of the territory of Joudhpur, and keep die 
road to Gujarat open, so that none of the Rams might 
'be able to inflict any loss. This duty w^s imposed upon 

latt When the envoy was taking leave, according to 
the fttifom of the country, he asked for pan, and the 
Kfum taking some in his hand * called him forward 'to 
give it to him.

.of Imperial troops. Farmans were written to the amirs 
and jaigirdars of that province, directing them to render 
Rai Singh every assistance he might require. 

At this stage Yar ’Ali Turkoman, with an escorL of 
Turkomans, came as an ambassador from Sultan Muham¬ 
mad Mixza, and from Shah Tahamasp, King of Khurasan, 
bringing with them Arab and Persian horses, and other 
presents. They were received by His Majesty with all 
-due state and honour. The Emperor then inarched from 
Sirolii to P.iltan Nahrwala, and when he arrived near 
the fort of Disa, which is twenty has from Pattan, in¬ 
telligence was brought that the sons of Slier Khan Fuladi 
had taken off their troops and families towards Idar. 
The Emperor sent Raja Man Singh in command of a 
detachment after them. On the 1st Rajab 980, the array 
.arrived in sight of Pattan, and rested there for a week. 
The government of the country was conferred upon 
$aiyid Ahmad Khan Barha, a man of courage and resolu¬ 
tion, who had numerous friends and allies among the 
Saiyuls of Hindustan. At this halt Raja Man Singh 
returned, bringing in a Irage booty, which he had taken 
•from die remnant of the Afghans. 

The Emperor then marched towards Ahmadabad. 
Slier Khan Fuladi had been engaged for six months bc- 
sieging Alnnadabad, which was held by Ttimad Khan; 15 
but when he heard of the Emperor’s approach, lie took 
to flight. The Emperor had hardly advanced two stages 
from Pattan, when Sultan Muzaffar, son of Sultan Mah*

ally in confinement, came with a great display of respect 
to meet the Emperor, and on Sunday, 1 * the 9th Rajab, 
was admitted to an interview. Next day, Ttmad Khan, 
the ruler of Ahmadabad, Mir Abu Turab, Saiyid Ahmad 
Bukhari, lkhtiyaru-1 Mulk, Malik Aslnaf, Wajhu-1 Mulk,. 
Ulugh Khan Habslii, Jajhar Khan Habshi, and other 
amirs and chiefs of Gujarat, too numerous to mention, 
came in to wait upon the Emperor, and make their offer¬ 
ings. ’Itimad Khan presented the keys of Ahmadabad,. 
and showed every sign of submission. 

The officers of the Court were suspicious of evil 
designs on the part of the Habshis (Abyssinians), and 
brought the matter to the notice of His Majesty, and 
although he desired to act generously and royally towards 
them, as a precaution he committed them to the charge 
of some of his attendants. The Emperor then marched 
on, and on Friday, 14th Rajab, pitched his camp on the 
banks of the river of Ahmadabad. The khutba was read 
in the name of the Emperor, and all the people of the 
city and environs came to offer congratulations and 
thanksgivings. On the 20th Rajab, Saiyid Mahmud Khan 
Barha and Shaikh Muhammad Bukhari brought their 
wives into the royal camp. On the same day Jalal Khan 
tvho had been sent on an embassy to a Rana returned. 

Ibrahim Husain Mirra and Muhammad Husainr 
Mirza held Broach, Baroda, and Surat lT in defiance of

'Itimad Kh;m and other of 
the Gujarat amirs were at the request of some of the 
great officials, allowed to remain behind in Ahmadabad 
for a few days to arrange their affairs. Seining this oppor¬ 
tunity, Ikhtiyam-t Mulk, one of the chief nobles of 
Gujarat, fled on the 4th Sha'ban from Ahniadabnd u> 
Ahmad u agar. As no . reliance could be placed on the 
nobles of- Gujarat, Ttiinad Khan was given into die 
custody of Shabbyz Khan Kambu. On the Grh the Em¬ 
peror readied Kambay. He went to look at die sea, and 
leaving Kambay on Lhc 12th, he readied Baroda on the 
14th, After reflecting upon the best means of guarding 
and governing die country of Gujarat, he appointed 
Mirza 'Adz Muhammad Kokaltash the Kkan-i *&zim Lt> 
be the governor of the country, and especially of its- 
capital AtvniadabafL 

A DETACHMENT SENT TO INVEST SURAT 

After the departure of the 'Azamkhaii; the Emperor 
determined upon attacking the fortress of Surat, which 
was the home and stronghold oE the Mirzas. To effect 
this purpose he sent Saiyid Mahmud Khan Barba, Shah 
Kuli Khan Mahram Khan-i j alam, Raja Bhwagatl Das, 
Kiln war Man Singly.,, and several others to overpower 
Husain Mina, who was in Surat. Next day, 17th Sha 3 ban, 
when one watch of the night was passed, intelligence was 
brought in that Ibrahim Muza Khan, having heard at 
Broach Of the Emperor 3 * advance, had murdered Rustam 
Khan Rumi lfl and then left the town, intending to pass- 
about eight kos distance from the Emperor's camp, and 
to raise disturbances and rebellion elsewhere. 

On hearing this, the , Emperor’s wrath was kindled.

He instantly gave orders that Khwaja-jahan, Shuja’at 
Khan, Kalij Khan, and Sadik Khan should take charge of 
the young prince Salim, while he went to chastise Ibrahim 
Mirza. He took with him Malikhu-sh Shark Gujarati, 
who was well acquainted with the roads, and he sent 
Shahbaz Khan Mir Bakhshi in all haste, to recall to his 
'side Saiyid Muhammad Khan, and the forces which had 
marched against Surat. 10 The remainder of that night, 
and the greater part of the next day, he kept up the pur¬ 
suit for a long distance. When night came on, he arrived 
with forty horsemen on the banks of the river Mahin- 
dri. 30 Ibrahim Husain Mirza was in the town of Sarnal, 
on the other side of the river. When they heard this, the 
Emperor’s followers endeavoured to conceal themselves. 

At this crisis, Saiyid Mahmud Khan Barha, Kuli 
Khan Mahram Khan-i ’alam, Raja Bhgwan Das, Kunwar 
Man Singh,....Bhoj, the son of Surjan, and others of the 
force sent against Surat, by a forced march came up and 
joined the Emperor. Kunwar Man Singh, at his own 
solicitation, was placed in command of the advanced 
guard. Although die whole of his followers did not num¬ 
ber more than 100 men 31 the Emperor, without hesita¬ 
tion, determined to attack. They dashed into the river 
and crossed over. 

Ibrahim Husain Mirza, who had with him about 
1000 horsemen, on perceiving this bold movement, went 
out of the town of Sarnal by another road, telling his

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mien that he intended to give battle in the open. The 
road between the river and die fort was very broken, so 
Kunwar Man Singh, and Che advance under his con- 
.niand, took another road, and the Emperor passed by a 
road io the gate of the town by the water side. Some of 
t'hc enemy, whose blood was up, made a stand in the 
street, and showed fight. Makbul Khan, a Kalmuck, 
slave, who on that day went in front of the Emperor, cut 
one of them down, and wounded several other*. 

It was now discovered that Ibrahim Husain had 
quilted the town, and the Emperor gave orders ior the 
pursuit. 'Hie troops accordingly left. tire walls and went 
out into the plain, and there the two parties confronted 
■each other, Ibrahim Husain, made an attack upon Baba 
Khan Kakshat, who had been sent forward with a party 
■oi! bowmen. Although these made a stout resistance, Lhcy 
were driven back a short distance. But every man of the 
Imperial force fought desperately, and killed a great 
jnany of the enemy, Bhupat, son of Raja Bihar Mai, a 
very brave young man, made a charge upon the enemy, 
mid fdh Emboldened by hi* faM, the enemy renewed his 
attack. But the royal forces were in a contracted spot* 
where three horsemen could not pass abreast, as it was all 
hedged in with thorns. The Emperor bad, with great 
courage gone to the front, and Raja Bhagwan Das had 
kept with him. Three of the enemy's horsemen now 
-diEirgcd diem, and one of them attacked the Raja. As Ids 
adversary was entangled among the thorns, RitjEi Bhagyan 
Das hurled lus spear at him and severely wounded him, 
so that he withdrew. The other two assaulted His 
Majesty, who received them so valiantly that they were 
■Obliged to make off. 

Ac this time Makbul Khan Ghulam and Surokh 41 
Badakhshi joined His Majesty, and he scut them in pur. 
-suit of his assail ants. The royal forces, seeing the danger 
an which the Emperor had been placed, were roused to

MARCH AGAINST SURAT 

The fortress o£ Surat is small, but exceedingly strong; 
and secure, and remarkable among fortresses. It is said, 
that a slave of Sultan Mahmud Gujarati, Safar Aka by 
name, who received the title of KEudawaud Klian, built 
tiris fortress on the sea shore 2 "' in the year 047, in order 
to resist the attacks of the Europeans, for before the fort 
was built, the Europeans did all kinds of mischief to the 
Musulmans. "When Khudawand Khan was engaged in 
tlit erection of the fort, the Europeans several times fitted 
out ships to attack it. but could not succeed in their 
object. Khudawand Khan then called for his architect, a 
very dever man, to provide for the security of the fort. 

Jri "On the shore of the • Psr.dum gulf” but is really' 
on the river Tapti, twenty miles from the sea. 
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After a little reflection, (he careful builder determined oil 
Jiis plan. On the two sides oE the fort which face die 
Jand, he formed ditches reaching to the water, which 
were twenty yards (darft’J 1,1 wide, and filled with water; 
they were built of stone, chunam, and burnt bricks. The 
thickness of the double walls 15 is five yards, and the 
height twenty yards, and these are likewise built oE stone, 
xkunam, and burnt brick- The thickness of the four walls 
is fifteen-yards* and the height twenty yards. It is a 
aenwkabie circumstance that each stone is firmly fast' 
erred to the next with cramps of iron having molten lead 
poured into the interstices- The battlements and embra¬ 
sures are formed of atone, and arc formidable to look at, 
■On the top of the tower there is a chaitliandi™ which, in 
the opinion oC Europeans, is an invention of the Portu- 
gucsc. When the Europeans were unable to prevent the 
erection of dm fortress by force oC arms, they offered large 
sums of money to prevent the raising of this structure. 
But Khudawand Khan, in contempt of the Europeans, 
.1 ejected their application and raised the structure, 

After the death of Changiz Khan, the fortress came 
,into the possession of the Mirzas. When the Emperor 
anarch ed into Gujarat, the Mims placed all their soldiers 
in the place, and left it under the command of Haim 
jeabao, who lmd formerly been one of the orderlies (kor~ 
^hian) of the Emperor Hymayun, but had fled from the 
Imperial Court, and joined the rebels. The Minas them¬ 
selves did their best to stir up war and strife outside.

Wile: li Ibrahim Husain Mirxa was defeated and pui. 
lo Hight «U fkiruai, the Emperor returned to Raroda, and 
renewed hh design of conquering Surat, He sent forward 
Shall Kuli Khan and Sadik Khan, with instructions to 
invest the fort so that no one could get out. Upon ibis 
movement becoming known to the garrison, Gulruk.li 
Ilegam, daughter of Prince Kammn and wife of Ibrahim 
Husain Mima, look, her son Mu Zadar Khan Mkza with 
heVj and fled to the llcklrin before die arrival of the Im¬ 
perial forces.

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vast quantity of earth, and raised a high mound, which 
commanded the fort. And the gunners and musketeers 
stationed upon the mound kept up a fire that greatly 
harassed the garrison, and prevented the men from 
moving about or bringing anything up. Every hole big- 
enough for a. mouse was closed. The miners pushed 
their mines under the bastions, and made such progress 
that the capture of the place, was a mere matter of today 
or tomorrow. When the garrison perceived the state of 
affairs), 38 they were reduced to the greatest alarm and 
distress. 

The wretched disloyal Ham-zaban and all the 
people in the fort sent out Maulana Nizamu-d din Lari, 
who was a student and an eloquent man, to sue for 
quarter. The Maulana was conducted to the royal tent, 
and made his plea for mercy through the amirs and offi¬ 
cials. The chief amirs reminded His Majesty that the 
bauerics had been advanced very forward, and when 
they saw that he was inclined to mercy, they remarked 
that the garrison had resisted and fought with all their 
might so long as they had any power; and now that they 
saw that the fall of the place was imminent, they were 
ready to heg for mercy. His Majesty, in his gentleness 
and humanity, granted the petition. Maulana Nizamu-d 
din Lari was allowed to pay his homage to the Emperor, 
and being dismissed, he returned to the fortress with the 
glad news of quarter having been conceded. 

A royal order was then issued for Kasim J Ali Khan

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.and Khwaja Daulat Nasir to proceed into Lhc fortress 
with the Maul ana, to give assurances to Ham-zabau and 
the men of the garrison, and to bring Lhcm out with 
diem. An order was also given for a party of trustworthy 
-clerks to be sent in to sc izt upon all property, live stock 
.and dead stock, and take care that nothing was lost. 
The names of all the people in the place were written 
■down, and. die list was presented to the Emperor. Kasim 
5 Ali and Khwaja Daulat Nazir* by order of His Majesty* 
brought l-Iairi’Zaban and all the men before him* and 
Hium-zaban, for all his fluency, hung down his head with 
shame* and could not speak.

Next day the Emperor went in to inspect the fort¬ 
ress, After much consideration and examination, he 
gave orders for the necessary repairs and improvements. 
Inuring his inspection some large mortars (deg) and 
guns (zniba-tan) attracted his attention. Those mortars 
bore the title of Sulaimani, from the name of Sulaiman 
Sultan .of Turkey. When he made his attempt to con¬ 
quer the ports of Gujarat, he sent these mortars and 
:S0me gun5, ;i 1 which are in the fort of Junagarh, with a 
large army by sea. As the Turks were unable to over¬ 
come the difficulties and obstacles they encountered* and 
were obliged to return, they left these mortars and Lhc 
:gun which is now in Junagarh on the seashore* and 
[returned to ihcir country. The mortars remained upon

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Surat, several events occurred, Among diem was the 
journey of Ibrahim Husain Mirza to Hindu stun, for the 
purpose of raising disturbances, After his defeat at 
Sarnab Ibrahim Hod to the neighbourhood of rattan, 
where lie joined Muhammad Husain Mirra and Shah 
Mitza, and informed them of his escape, and of the siege 
of Surat. After consultation it was resolved that 
Ibrahim Husain Mirza should go into Hindustan and' 
create disturbances, while the other two Mirras,, along 
with Slier Khan Fuladi, laid siege to Patton: their ex¬ 
pectation being that the Emperor, on receiving intelli¬ 
gence of these proceedings, would abandon the siege of 
Surat, and fall back upon Ahmndabad, to repress Lhcar 
two outbreaks. 54 Having induced Shcr Khan Fukidi to 
join them, they invested Faiism. Saiyid Abroad Khan 
Bar ha (the governor) put the fort in order, and shut 
himself up. He sent an account of the investment to the 
Emperor, who, on hearing it, issued orders that kutbu-d 
din Muhammad Khan and . , . all the jagirdars of 
Malwa* Raisin, and Chandeii, and all the other nobles 
and adherents of the Imperial throne, such as * , . + « 
should assemble under the command of Azam Khan tP' 
repress this rebellious attempt. 

The nobles accordingly joined ’Azam Khan and' 
marched to Rattan. "When they were five has distant 
from Rattan, Muhammad Husain Mirza and Shcr Khan 
Fuladi came forward to meet thctn. aa The Mirzas fell' 
upon the advance and defeated it. They then attacked 1

Kliau, and defeated it also. Shah Muhammad Atka re¬ 
ceived a wound and fled. These two divisions being, 
broken, fled towards AJimadabad. Kutbu-d din’s camp* 
was plundered,, and Shaikh Muhammad Bukhari 36 was 
killed. When ’Azam Khan saw the defeat of his right 
and left, and the fall of Muhammad Bukhari, he resolv¬ 
ed to make a. bold attempt to retrieve matters, and to* 
dash into the fight. 'But Bidagh Khan, who was himself 
a man of war, held his bridle, and would not let him go. 
When the enemy’s men dispersed in search of plunder, 
and there remained but few in array, ’Azam Khan, with* 
Bidagh Khan, formed his ranks and fell upon the 
enemy’s centre. By God’s help, victory declared in their 
favour, and the foe was scattered on every side. 37 Shcr 
Khan Fuladi, in a forlorn and helpless state, went to* 
Amin Khan, the ruler of Junagarh, and there found re¬ 
fuge. Muhammad Husain Mirza fled to the Dekliin.. 
This victor)' was won on the 18th Ramazan, 980. 

’Azam Khan, after setting things in order at Pattan,. 
left Saiyid Ahmad Khan Barha in command as before, 
and went to the Emperor, whom he joined under the 
fort of Surat, on the 20th Shawwal, and reported the de¬ 
votion and bravery of the amirs and all the troops. On 
his way back, he sent Kutbu-d din Muhammad Khan 
and some other amirs to Ma’murabad, in order to chas¬ 
tise Iklitiyaru-l Mulk* and the defeated troops who- 
werc scattered in the jungles and fort*. Kutbu-d din 
drove Ikbtjyaru-1 Mulk and the other Habshis out of the* 
jungles, took possession of the forts, and left his. own 
garrisons in them. When the Emperor departed- fronv

EIGHTEENTH YEAJL OF THE REIGN 

The beginning of this year corresponded with Wed 
.nesday, 5th 3£M ka'da, £180 (11th March, 1D73). The Em- 
jperor arrived at Ahmadabad on the last’ day of Zi-I 
ka f da, and there he cntrunted tlio government of 
■Gujarat to Khan-i'Hzam (Mirza Koka)^ s On the 10th 
,5£j-l hijjEij, the 'Id-zuha, he commenced his journey to the 
capital* On the 18th Zi-1 hijja, at the town of Haibsit- 
pur, tine of die dependencies of Patton, he gave fine 
robes and horses to J Azam Khan and the other amirs 
jmd dismissed them to their jagirs. Ac the same place, 
Muzaffar Khan (laic King of Gujarat) received the Im¬ 
perial bounty. The sarkars of Sanmgpur and Ujjjain in 
Malwa were taken from the Rani and granted to him, 
■with fifty lacs of tankas in jagir. 5i He was then sent to 
■his jagir. The Emperor continued his journey by Jalor 
.towards Fathpur, At nnc stage from Ajmir, he received 
a communication from 8a 3 id Khan, the governor of 
Multan, to inform him of the death of Ibrahim Husain

aching Nagor, Famikh Khan, son of Klian-i. kalam who* 
governed there on behalf of Ids father* withdrew inter 
the fort/ 1 and the Mira, after plundering the houses- 
of the poor people in the environs of the city, went on. 
to KarriauL Rai Ram anti Rai Singh, whom the Em¬ 
peror had left at Joudfipur with about 1,000 horse to 
keep open Lite communications when he marched into- 
Gujarat, gathered their men and pursued the Mim. On, 
reaching Nagor* they joined Farrukli Khan, and conti¬ 
nuing the pursuit, they came up with the Mim one 
evening at die village of Kathoii,' 13 twenty ko$ front 
Nagor, but he took the alarm* and managed to make his- 
escape. 

On rise.' Sml llainazau* 980* the troops halted on the 
batiks of a great tank* when the Mim* who was only a 
little in advance, turned back and attacked the troops- 
which were in pursuit of him. The troops held their 
ground and defended themselves- Three times the Mir 2 a* 
forming his men in two division^ attacked, them, on two* 
sides, and showered arrows upon them. Finding lie 
could make no impression, lie again fled- One division 
got separated in the darkness, and the men were scatter¬ 
ed in the neighbouring villages* where they wore taken 
prisoners, and many of l item were put to death. Neatly 
200 fell alive into the hands of I'aritkh Khan and the 
*WJ |its of Jmidhpur. 

The Mirza* with about $00 men who accompanied 
him* plundered the villages and places in their road* and 
crossing the Jumna and Ganges* he proceeded in the 
parguna of ^Aaampur* in the district of Satnbal, which 
had been his fagrr while he was loyal u> the Emperor. 
He stayed there five or six days, and then started for the

When he reached the Panjab, Husain KuB Khan 
Turkoman, Attumd umarn of the Panjab, was engaged 
with the forces of bis province in besieging Kangru, well 
known: as Nagarkot. On heaving ol the Mirra's arrival, 
Husain Kill! Khan set off with lus brother Ismail Khan- 
. , . . and other amirs, and by forced marches came up 
with the Miraa near the town of Tulambha, forty kos 
front Multan. He was returning from hunting free from 
apprehension and in disorder, when be was attacked. His 
men were dispersed and were unable to reach him. His 
brother Masud Husain Mina, who had come up before 
him, attacked the troops of Husain Kuli Khan, but. was 
taken prisoner, Ibrahim Husain Mir&i being unable to 
do any tiling, made oil. Upon arriving near Multan, he 
ivanted to pass the Gara, which is the name of the river 
formed by the junction of tire Biyah and Satlej* But it 
was night, and lac had no boats, so he rested on the bank. 
A party of Jhilx, who are fishermen dwelling about. MuU 
■4an, made an attack upon him in the night, and the 
Mira received a wound in his throat from an arrow. 
-Seeing no other means of escape, he quickly changed his 
■clothes, and separating from his people, endeavoured to 
get away. But some of the people of that country rc- 
cogniied him, took him prisoner, and carried him to 
'Sa'id Khan at Multan, and in the custody of the Khan 
ire died,' 13 

On the 12th Muhavrapa, 981. in the eighteenth year 
■of the reign, the Emperor paid a visit to the tomb of 
TCbwaja Mu’inu-d din Chisbti, and observed dm usual 
■ceremonies, and dispensed his customary gifts. He rc-

peers Jot his skill in celebrating Lhc achievements of great 
anon, and he used to make excellent Hindi verses. He was 
AO] no years in the service of the Kmperor, and was ad ini t- 
ted among the number of his private attendants* when 
lie received Lire tide of Kab RaE f chief of poets):' 1 

"When the Emperor's favour was alienated from Raja 
Jai Chan dan Raja of Magarkot, he issued orders for put¬ 
ting him in confinement. The Raja's son, Badi Chand, 
-although n minor, assumed the place of his father, and 
deeming him as dead, broke out in revolt. The Emperor 
having given to Kali Rai the title of Raja Bubal, 5 ' 3 
■bestowed upon him the country of Nagarkot. Hereupon 
Jarmans were sent to Husain Kitli Khan, and the amirs 
tile Fan jab commanding diem to take Hagarkot front 
Badi Chand, and place it in the possession of Raja 
Rirbal. 46 Birbal in Hindi signifies courageous and great, 
no his title means "Brave and mighty Raja”.

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When the Raja arrived at Lahore, Husain Kuli 

Khan,.and other nobles of the Panjab, set out for 

Nagarkot. On reaching Damhari, the holder of that 
place, whose name was Choto, and who was a relative of 
Jai Chand, relying on the security of his fort which he 
had strengthened, kept himself in private, and sent two* 
vakils with his offerings. He also sent a message excus¬ 
ing himself from attending iu person, on the ground of 
his fears and anxiety, but he undertook the duty of keep¬ 
ing the roads cleat*. Husain Kuli Khan presented the 
vakils with Tobes and sent them back. Leaving a party 
of men at a village situated near the opening of the road, 
lie went onwards. 

On arriving at the fort of Kutila, lie pitched his camp.. 
This fort is a very high one. It formerly belonged to Raja 
Ram Chandar of Gwalior;' 17 but Raja Dharm Chand and. 
Raja Jai Chand had obtained possession of it by force. 

The officers left in charge of the fort by Raja Jai 
Chand discharged muskets and arrows and stones against 
the troops who had dispersed in search of plunder, and 
inflicted some damage. Upon hearing of this, Husain 
Kuli Khan mounted his horse with the other amirs to 
reconnoitre the place. He ascended a hill which is oppo¬ 
site* to the fort, and commands it. With great labour 
some guns were brought up the hill, and fire was opened 
upon the fort. Its cracked masonry was shattered by the* 
balls. A large number of men stood under the walls, and’ 
great loss was suffered. As evening approached, he re¬ 
turned to the camp, leaving a force in charge of that posi¬ 
tion. During the night, the Rajputs who were ?n the 
fortress, and were terrified by the cannonade, made their 
escape. In the morning Husain Kuli Khan, beating his 
drums, marched into the fort of Kutila, which he deli¬ 
vered over to the Raja of Gwalior, to whose ancestors it 
had formerly belonged; but he left a garrison of hik owit 
there.

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Continuing his march, he came to a thickly wooded. 
country, through which it was difficult even for an ant 
or a snake to creep; so a party of men was set to cut 
a road through the jungle* On the 1st Rajah, &9G, he 
encamped by a field of maize near Nagarkot. The fort- 
ix-ss (hijnr) of Bhun, which is an idol temple of Maiiamni, 
and in which none but her servants dwelt, was taken by 
tiie valour and resolution oE the assailants at the first 
assault A party of Rajputs, who had resolved to die*, 
fought most desperately till they were all cut down* A 
number of Brahmans, who for many years had served the 
temple, never gave one thought to flight, and were hilled. 
Nearly £00 black cows belonging to the Hindus, during 
the struggle, had crowded together for shelter in the tem¬ 
ple* Some savage Turks, while the: arrows and ballets 
were falling like rain, kilted these cows one by one. They 
then took Off their boots and filled them with the 
blood, and casL it upon dm roof and walls of the 
temple, 

The outer forties Lions having fallen, the buildings 
were destroyed and levelled to make a camping ground. 

After this the fort was invested. Sabats were formed, and 
a mdund commanding' the fort ($<tr-kob) was raised. Some 
large guna were also placed upon a neighbouring hill, 
and were fired several limes a day upon the fort and the 
residence of the Raja* One day the commander of thci 
artillery fired a large gun upon a place which the Raja 
had thought to be safe, and in which fie was sitting at 
meat. The ball struck the walls, and killed nearly eighty 
people who wore within the building. Among them was. 
lUmj dco, son of Raja Takhat Mai* 

In the beginning of Shawwal* letters came front-. 
Lahore with the intelligence that Ibrahim Husain Mirzu. 
bad crossed the Satlada (Satlcj), and. was marching upon 
Dipalpnr, Husain Kidi Khan held a secret council with* 
the amirs about the course necessary' to be pursued. The 
army was suffering great hardships, and the dogs in tho 
fortress were anxious for pence, so Husain Kuli Khan felt t 
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aimisl rained CO accede. 1 * The infidels undercook Lo pay 
a large tubule: five mans of gold, Akbarshahi weight, 
.and Various kinds of sculls for His Majesty► A mosque 
was founded in front of the palace of Raja jai Cliandar, 
.and after the completion of the first arch a pulpit was 
.raised* and Hah/, Muhammad Jdakir read the fthulljii in 
the name of the Emperor on Friday* in the middle til 
Shawwab £JK0, As he repeated the titles of the Emperor, 
.gold was dtowered upon his head. When peace was 
iconduded* die khulbn read, and the ocins stamped with 
the Emperor's name* Husain Ituli Khan marched away. 

Fie then proceeded against Ibrahim Husain Mirza. 
At the town of Jamari he paid a vlsh to the holy 
Khwaja 'Abdu-ah shahid, who presented him with’his 
garment* and sent his blessings with him. When he 
readied Tulambha, he achieved the victory, whidi has 
id ready been described. Upon FI is Majesty arriving at. 
Fathpur after his campaign in Gujarat, Husain KulE 
Khan Look Mas’ud Husain Mir?.a with hiua* and 
went to wait upon the Emperor. The ocher prisoners, 
nearly in number, were presented to the eyes of the 
Emperor with cow-hides placed on their nocks in a 
strange fashion.

When the Emperor returned from Gujarat, there 
remained no resistance in that country, all the forts 
were in the hands o£ Ins servants, and such of his troops 
ns bad not served nn the campaign were sent to strength* 
■on ’Azam Khan. But ho had hardly been six months in 
"his capital, when new* of fresh outbreaks cyme in time 
after time, and ’Amm Khan himsdf winter foe reinforce- 
monts. 

£V£NTO WHICH tUX:URttl’JJ IN GUJARAT 

When the Emperor had settled the affairs of Gujarat, 
and had returned lu bis capital, the disaffected, and re¬ 
bellious men, who had crept into comers and hidden 
themselves in dread oF the royal forces, once more raised 
their heads, Having assembled round Ithtiyaru-I 
Mtilfc,' 1 ® they got possession of Ahmad n agar and the 
‘surrounding territory. 

Muhammad Husain Mina left the Dekhin 31 with 
the intention of attempting the recapture of Surat. 
Kabj Khan, who was jagirdar of the fort, made it 
secure, and prepared for a siege; so Husain Mirza gave- 
up the project, and made a rapid march upon K.nn>

Khan-i *azam sent Naurang Khan and Saiyid 
Ahmad Bukhari against die Mirra, while he himself 
marched to Ahmadmger and Idar against Iklitiyam-1 
Mulk, When Naurang Khan and Saiyid Bukhari ap¬ 
proached Kambay, Muhammad Husain Mina came out 
to meet him, Sharp fighting went on for several days, 
and Saiyid Jalab son of Saiyid Bah an-cl din Bukhari, 
was killed. At length the Mirza was worsted, a ltd fled 
to join Ikhtiyaru-l Mulk. -'Azam Khan, who had march¬ 
ed against Ikhtiyaru-1 Mulk, took a position near 
Ahmadinagar. He several times attacked him, and fight¬ 
ing went on for several days, between. Ahmadnagar and 
Jdar with no decisive result. 

Intelligence now came that the sous of Slier Khan 
Buladi, the son of jajhar Khan* and Mina Muhammad 
Husain had joined Ikhtiyaru-l Mulk, and had formed 
the plan of making a rapid march by a dliferent road to 
Ahmadabad. On being informed of this, Khan-i 'azanrr 
marched for that city, and when lie reached it he sent a 
messenger to summon Kutbu-d din Muhammad Khan* 
from Broach, who accordingly marched and joined 
Khan-i 'azain at All mad a bad, lkhtiyaru-1 Mulk and 
Muhammad Husain Mir^a, and the other insurgents, got 
logcihcr a force of 20.000 men—Mughals, Gujaratis, 
Habshis, Afghans, and Rajputs—around Ahinadabad, 
The Raja of Idor also kept up a connexion with them, 

Khan-i'azam and Kutbu-d din, being unable to de¬ 
pend upon some of their men, shut themselves up in 
the town, but sallied out every day, and fought under 
the walls. One day Fazil Khan, son of Khan-i kalan, 
went out and made a bold attack upon the enemy, and"

peror, calling for assistance. The Emperor therefore 
resolved once more to raise his banner in Gujarat, ro 
clear the country of the rebels, and to uproot their 
families. 

The Emperor summoned his clerks and officials, and 
gave them directions to provide for the outfit of an 
army. The former campaign had lasted a year, and the 
men through the length o£ the march were without ac¬ 
coutrements. After returning they had not had suffici- 
. ent time to got money from their jagirs to replace their 
necessaries* His Majesty therefore Issued money from 
the public treasury to the soldiers, and made liberal 
grants for procuring the materials of war. He sent 
Shuj&at Khan* 4 on in advance with his camp equipage, 
and he sent with it ins hordes under the charge of 
Khwaja Aka Khard He personally enjoined the diimni 
officers to use the greatest despatch in outfitting the 
array. To expedite matters he on the same day sent the 
men of his advanced guard out of the city to join his 
camp equipage. He frequently said that although he 
was exerting himself in tire organization and despatch 
of the army, no one -would lrc ready sooner than himself: 
to take his part in Its work. 

When several a«nrT with their troops had been set 
in motion For Gujarat, he bestowed the title o£ Khan- 
jahan upon Husain Kuli Kb an, who had rendered good 
service, and he increased his /agiirs and allowances. He 
confirmed to him the government of Lahore and die 
sarkur of die panjab, and thou dismissed him to his duty* 
Each person who sought lor an increase of dignity, or 
for an increase of his allowances, mot with a favourable 
hearing. Raja Todar Mai was ordetled to join Rhan- 
jahan Husain Ktdi Khan, and to give him and the

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amirs of the Fan jab die benefit of liis experience and 
advice in the management of the province. All the 
amirs of the Panjab took their leave with Khan-jnlian„ 
excepting Mirza Yusuf Khan. The Mirza and Muliam* 
mad Zninan, who exhibited great intelligence, were to* 
accompany the Emperor. Sa’id Khan, die Ruler of 
Multan, was sent to his jagir, taking widi him his 
brother Maklisus Khan, who had been' promoted. 

In the early morning of Sunday, 24th Rabi-u’l akbir, 
1181, die Emperor, with his companions and attendants, 
mounted swift shc-camcls, nfV and took dieir departure. 
On that day he rode to the town of Toda, Btt without 
drawing rein. There he ate what he could get and con¬ 
tinued his journey. On the morning of Monday, he 
took a short rest at Hans-mahal, but quickly resumed 
his journey. One watch of the night of Tuesday had 
passed, when he reached the village of Mu‘izabad. ar He 
was now fatigued,** and several of Kis attendants had 
dropped behind, so he stayed a few hours to take rat 
After his attendants had come up, he mounted a fast- 
going fart, M ' and travelled all night. On Tuesday lie

An order was now issued for all the troops to appear 
fully armed and accoutred, The amirs accordingly 
brought out their men, and the Emperor reviewed them, 
Although he had full trust and hope of heavenly assist¬ 
ance, he neglected no material means of success, He gave 
the command of the centre, which is the place of the 
Sultan, to Mirza Khan, son of (the late) Khan-khan an 
Bahrain Khan, a young man‘ of great parts and promise. 
He also appointed Saiyid Muhammad Khan Barha, a 
man of great bravery, and Shuja J at Khan and Sadik 
Khan to the centre, The command of the right was given 
to Mir Muhammad Klian-i kalan, and that of the left to 
Wazir Khan. The advance, composed of a number of 
brave fellows, was placed under the command of Mu- 
hammad Kuli Khan and Tarkhan Diwana. His Majesty 
kept under his own immediate direction 10Q 03 horsemen, 
men who had been picked out from a thousand—a 
re&ervc intended to support any division which might be 
:hard pressed. Strict Orders were issued that no man was 
to stray from his place. 

Although the horsemen under his colours were only 
3000 in number, and the enemy had more than 20,000, 
the put his trust in God, and in the latter part of the day 
marched from Balisana towards Ahmad abad.

47 Sopne thought a reinforcement had arrived for 
themselves, and others that- it Was a force come front 
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or three horsemen to the bank of the river to ascertain- 
the truth, and it so happened that Subhan Kuli Turk 
had also gone down to the river with two or three men 
from our side. Muhammad Husain Mirza called out to- 
Subhan Kuli, inquiring whose army it was, and he was 
answered that it was the Emperor, who had marched 
from Eathpur to punish traitors. The Mirza replied, 
“My spies have informed me that fourteen days ago the 
Emperor was at Eathpur; and if this is the Imperial 
army, where are the roy;d elephants which always accom¬ 
pany it?” Subhan 'Ali said, “How could elephants have 
travelled with us 400 kos In nine days?” Muhammad 
Husain Mirza returned amazed and troubled to his army*, 
and drawing out his forces, he prepared for battle. He 
directed Ikhtiyar Khan to take 5000 horse, and prevent: 
Khan-i 'azam from sallying out of the city. 

When the time for delay drew to an end, the Em¬ 
peror directed the advance to cross die river, and that 
Wazir Khan also should cross with the left. This being 
done, he himself crossed over at the head of his chosen 
men. Some little confusion occurred in the passage, but 
the troops all got over together, and advanced a short 
distance on the other side, when a strong force of the 
enemy came in view. Muhammad Husain Mirza, with 
1500 Mughals, 08 all devoted men of his own, came up* 
and fell upon the advanced force under Muhammad 
i Kuli Khan and Tarkhan Diwana. Simultaneously the 
■Habshis and Afghans attacked Wazir Khan, and then 
the fight grew dose and warm. 

The Emperor perceived some signs of weakness and' 
distress in the advanced force, so he gave the word, and 
charged the enemy like a fierce tiger. Another body of 
tlie royal forces came up and took them in flank. Saif

Then they 
also turned their backs, Mir Muhammad Khan on the 
right drove back, the sons of Jihcr Khan I'nladi, and put 
many of their men to the sword. Victory now declared 
itself on every side? and, His Majesty returned triumph* 
ant to his couch, which was placed at the edge of the 
battle-field, and there lie offered up his thanks for the 
victory vouchsafed. 

Gadu J Ali Badatlishi and a servant oE Khan-i kalati. 
now brought in the wounded Muhammad Husain Mirza. 
a prisoner, each laying claim to the honour of capturing 
him. Kaja Bubal asked him who made him prisoner* 
and he replied, “Iingratitude to His Majesty/' and he 
spoke tire truth, His Majesty spoke a few kind words to' 
him* and gave him into the custody of Ri\i Singh, 
Among the prisoners taken was a man named Mard 
Azamat Shah, who declared himself the Kokh of Miroa 
Ibrahim Husain, His Majesty struck him to die earth 
With a spear* and the attendants, cut him to pieces with- 
their swords. It was afterwards found out that he had" 
killed in the battle of Samal, Rhupat, brother of Raja 
Rhagwan Das , 64

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An hour after the victory was won* another large 
•division of the enemy 7 * made its appearance* and the 
vedettes brought the information Lhat it was Ikhtiyaml 
Mu3k Gujarati, He had been charged with the duty of 
closing the road against J Azam Khan* but when he heard 
of the defeat of the Mirzas* he left the city roads and 
canie out into the field. His Majesty ordered a force to 
advance and assail him with arrows. When he came in 
sight* some fierce horsemen charged and othenhrcw the 
troop which preceded him. Ikhtiyaru-I Mu Ik in his 
fright cast a look upon the hill whereon the royal stan¬ 
dard was planted* and he {and his men) ran off on both 
sides of it in such disgraceful panic that the royal troops 
■pulled the arrows out of the quivers of the fugitives, and 
used them against them. A Turkoman named Suhrab 
Beg now recognised Ikbdyam-I Mulk, and pursued him* 
Coming to a thorn hedge, the fugitive endeavoured to 
make his horse leap over, but the animal threw lum. 
Suhrab Beg dismounted and took him prisoner* Ikhti* 
yarud Mulk said, “You look like a Turkoman, and the 
Turkomans arc followers of 'Ali. 1 belong to the Saiyids 
of Bokhara, do not kill me.” Suhrab Beg replied, “I 
recognized you and pursued you* You are Ikhtjyaru-l 
Mulk/ J Thus having said lie cut off his head and re* 
turned to mount his horse, but some one had taken it* so 
Jie wrapped the head in the skirt of his garment and 
walked back. At the time that Ikhti yam-1 Mulk ndvanc* 
ed towards the hill on which the Emperor was standing, 
the Rajputs of Rai Singh* who had charge of Muham¬ 
mad Husain Muza* cast the Mirza off an elephant to the 
■ground* and despatched him with a spear. 

After the victory, 'Azam Khan and the other officers

When the Emperor 
saw it, lit praised hint and Liberally rewarded him; and 
then he ordered that a pyramid should be raised of the 
heads of the rebels who had fallen in the battle, and 
these were more than 2000 in number. .After this he 
proceeded into Ahinadabad, and occupied the royal 
abode, which is in the citadel. The men of die city of 
all ranks waited upon him with their offerings and con¬ 
gratulations. Ho rested Five days in the citadel, and then 
lie removed to the house of Ttimad Khan, in the middle 
of the city, 

1-Iis first act was to. see shat all those who had rent 
tiered good service in this campaign, especially those who 
had distinguished themselves in the battle, should receive 
their due reward in advanced rank and increased allow¬ 
ances. Eloquent scribes were employed to write des¬ 
patches of the victory, and the heads of Muhammad 
Husain Mina and Ikhtiyaru-1 Mu Ik were sent to be hung., 
tip over the gates of Agra and path pur. 

After attending to the wants of the poor people of 
Ahmndaharf, he sent Kutbu-ti din Muhammad Khan and 
Nauvung Khan to Broach and Champanir, to uproot the 
power of Shah Mina. Raja Bhagwttn Das, Shah KuU. 
Mahram, Lashkar Khan Mir-Bakhshi, and several others,., 
were sent to Idar, to ravage the country which Rarut Efdi 
Singh had abandoned. The government of Fatten wat 
again confided to Mir Muhammad Khan (Khiin-i Kalan);. 
Wazir Khan was appointed to Dutaka and Danduka, and 
he was to support Khan-i 'aiam. 

When the Emperor had made all his arrangements, 
he resolved to return home, and ort Sunday, 15 th' 
Jnmada-1 awwal, he left Ahmadabad for Mahmudabad,. 
and rested in the lofty and fine palace of Sultan Mahmud 
of Gujarat, Khwitja Ghiyasu-d din 5 Ati Bakhshi, who had 
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rendered good service in litis campaign, received the title 
of Aaaf Kb&n, ami he was appointed dhoan and halcshi 
of Gujarat, so he remained behind with Khan-i 'azam* 
The Emperor travelled by night from DuLaka to Karl, 
.and from Kari also by night to Situpui. Here a despatch 
was received from Raja Bhagwan Das, and Shah K.nH 
Mahram, reporting the capture oE the fori; o£ Banja gar, 71 
and u loiter of thanks was returned. He made no other 
halt till lie readied Sirohi, where he gave Sadik Klian 
a commission to chastise rebels and robbers. On Wed- 
nesday, 3rd Jumudad awwul, 9fi-l. he reached Ajmir, and 
immediately went to visit the tomb of Khwaja MvPIuimT. 
rdin Ghishti, and made liberal donations to the poor.

On the dtith Shawwal the Emperor went to pay a 
visit to the tomb of KJrwaja MuHuud dan at Ajmii, [or 
although He had visited it this year on his return from 
the second campaign in Gujarat, He had now deter mi nett 
upon an invasion of Bengal; and as this campaign might: 
Last longer than & year, he might he prevented from 
making his usual pilgrimage; so he determined to pro¬ 
ceed. thither at once, and offer up ins prayers for divine 
Help in His war against Bengal.

CAMPAIGN AGAINST PATNA ANU HAJIPUR 

Su human Kira hi, one of the amirs of Sulim Khar* 
Afghan (Salim Shah), and ruler of Bengal and Bihar, who- 
had always in his letters acknowledged himself a vassal 
of the Imperial throne, died while the Emperor was 
engaged in his Surat campaign in the year 981 H, His 
eldest son Bayazid succeeded, but he was murdered by 
the amirs/ 11 and the younger son Baud was raised to die 
throne. The Emperor was informed that Baud had 
stepped out of his proper sphere, had assumed the title 
of king, and through his morose temper had destroyed 
the fort of Patna, which Khamranian built when ho was 
ruler of J atm pur. A farttidn was immediately sent to 
Khan-khanan, directing him to cimii&c Baud, and tot 
conquer the country' of Bihar, 

At that time Baud was at Hajipur, and Ins chief 
noble, Lodi, Who was in open hostility to hirm was in the 
fort of Rjohtas, and set up a claim to independence. 
Khan-khanan Muhiim Khan marched with tile Imperial 
forces against Patna and Hajipur. Lodi, knowing the 
destruction of the Afghans to be certain, notwithstanding 
liis hostility towards Daud, made a sort of peace with 
Kban-khartan, The old friendship and respect which- 
Khan-khanan had for (he late Sulaiman Kirarn led him 
io agree that, upon the payment of two incs of rupees m 
money and one lee in stuffs as a tribute, the Imperial*

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foixcs should be withdrawn. Then having sent Jalal 
Khan Krori, he entered into a peace with Daud. 

But Daud was a dissolute scamp,, and knew nothing 
of the business of governing. At the instigation of; 
Katin Khan, who had for a long time held the country 
■of Jagannath and of Sridhar Hindu Bengali, and 
through his own want ol: judgment, he seized Lodi his 
Jirnirtil utmra, and pm him in confinement under the 
'Charge of Siidhur Bengali, When in prison, Lodi sent 
lor Katin and Sridhar, and sent Daud this message, <l l£ 
you consider my death to be tor the welfare of the toun* 
try, put your mind quickly at case about it; but you will 
he very sorry Cor it after I am dead. You have never 
given me any good wishes or advice, but still I am will* 
ing to advise you. Ait upon my counsel, fox it will he 
for your good, And thiis is my advice: After I am kill* 
eel, light the Miughab without hesitation, that you may 
^ain the victory. If you do not do so, the Milghals will 
attack you, and you will not be able to help yourself. 
Do not be too sure about the peace with the Mughals, 
they are only hiding their time/’ 

The power of Daud and of all die Afghans was on 
the wane: it was Cods will that dicy should fall, and 
that the power of die Emperor should be established 
over the country of Bengal. So Daud resolved to put 
Lodi out of the way, and by so doing to establish Ills 
authority to his own satisfaction, Katlu Khan and 
Sridhar Bengali had a bitter animosity against Lodi, 
and they thought that if he were removed, the offices of 
v&hil and maxi? would fall to them, so they made the 
best of their opportunity. They represented themselves 
to Daud as purely disinterested, but they repeatedly re¬ 
minded him of those things which made Lodi’s death 
desirable. Daud, in the pride and intoxication of youth, 
listened to the words of these sinister counsellors. The 
-doomed victim was put to death, and Daud became the 
master of his elephants, his treasure, and his troops. But 
he was puffed up with conceit and folly, and took no 
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^precautions tor combating his enemies and relying upoh 
that unsatisfactory peace which I^tdi had concluded, tie 
banished all care. 

When the death of Lodi was reported to Khan’ 
khaitan and his circle, which was foJl of am in of 
.renown, he at once set his heart upon the conquest oE 
Bengal and Lakhnauti, and marched against 1 Patna and 
Hajipur. In high spirits he arrived in the vicinity of 
SPntna, Datod now deeply regretted, the murder of' Lodi, 
who, by ht$ wisdom, and judgment, and devotion, had 
kept the affairs of Bengal in order. He marched towards 
Patna and was uL lirst resolved upon battle; hut he after- 
wards recoiled from trying an action, and resolved to 
lake shelter in his fortifications. Khaii-khanan was de¬ 
li ighLed when lie was informed of this resolution, and lie 
already foresaw the conquest of Patna and Hajipur. 
Daud, without drawing a sword or shooting an arrow, , 
retired precipitately into the fort of Patna, and set about 
repairing the work si 

Kban-khimtm, with the concurrence of the atnir$ f 
-proceeded to invest Patna. Upon hearing this, die Eih- 
'peror determined to personally direct the operations 
against Patna and Hajipur, Acting after rating for a lew 
days at lTathpuiy he sent off his camp and elephants by 
land under the command of Mirza Yusuf Khan Rizwi, 
one of his chief amirs. He placed Agra in charge of 
‘Sbahabtrd din Ahmad Khan Naishapuri and embarked 
on. board a boat on Sunday the last day of Safar, 982 H. 
The young princes went with him. The boats carried 
all his equipments and establishments, armour, drums, 
treasure, carpets, kitchen utensils, stud, etc, olc. Two 
large boats were specially prepared for his owh accom¬ 
modation, in which ho embarked with Ida attendants. 
The boats required by the atnirj fbr Lhernaelves- and 
their establishments were in the rear of the royal boats, 
and so they started. Oil arriving at the village of 
Ratambh, one of the dependencies of Agra, he stopped 
and sent a letter to Khan^l^^n^^mm Khan, to give 
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information of Lis approach. On the 1st Kabi’u-l awwat 
the expedition proceeded. Every day he LeEt lJiic boat 
and went hunting on shored 3 Every day lie was joined 
by fresh parties of troops. (Punishment of a brahman 
guilty of incest wtih his daughter)* 

On the 23rd of the month the Emperor readied 
Jllahabas, which is situated at the confluence of the 
Ganges and Jumna. This is a great place of pilgrimage 
for the Hindus, and contains some line buildings. It Is 
celebrated in ail parts of the world as a holy place of 
the Hi Ildus, who resort thither from all parts. On the 
25ch lit reached Benares, from whence he sent on Shcr 
Beg Tiwachi in a boat to Kban-khanan Mu brim Khan,, 
.to apprise him oE the Emperor's arrival at Benares. At 
that city he remained three days taking rest. On the 
28 th he readied the village of Kori. a dependency of 
Saiyidptiv/ 6 at the confluence of the Gumti 77 and 
Ganges and there anchored/ 6 1-1 ere he was waited upon 
by Miijta Yusuf Khan, who had brought down the array 
by land. He now determined that until he received 
accurate intelligence from Khan-khanan, he suid the 
young prince and his wives would go and stay at Jauiv 
pur. 7 1* So he left the army at this encampment, and 
went up the Gumti in boats to Jaunpttr. 

On the End Rnhpu-s sani he reached the village of 
Yalmpur, a. dependency oE Jaunpur. Here a despatch*

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arrived from Khan-Human, urging him to march on 
with all speed. So on the 3rd he sent on the young 
prince and ladies to jaunpur, and then departed on Ids 
campaign against Bengal. 1111 On the 4th the boats fell 
down the Gumti to the Ganges and Miita Yusuf Khan, 
the commander of the army, waited on His Majesty, le 
was now arranged that the army should keep within 
sight of titc royal i Loti lb. On the 6tlv it encamped in the 
plain of Ghazipur, and the Emperor went hunting. , - , 

On the 7th he halted at Gfingadaspur, and here be was 
met by ehc'enmtch ’Idmad Khun, a distinguished noble, 
who had been rendering good service in the siege of 
Patna, and who now made a full report o£ all the occur¬ 
rences to His Majesty, and urged him to hasten forward. 
His Majesty thereupon directed Saiyid Mirak Ispahani, 
nne of his principal attendants, who was learned ill 
chirms, to seek an augury in his books by sortilege, The 
augury was favourable, and a few days proved its truth'. 

On Tuesday, the 8th Rabi’u-s sani, lie encamped at 
live ferry of Chaimsa, and here a despatch arrived from 
Rhan-khanan. reporting that 'Isa Khan Niah, ah Afghan 
renowned for his courage, had made a sortie with ele¬ 
phants and a large force from Patna, and had attacked 
the bc-sicgers, 'Isa Khan was slain by Lashkar Khan, one 
of the Emperors men, and a great number of Afghans 
fell, This news was sent on to the princes. 

On the following day Dilawar Khan was ordered to 
transport the army -over at the ferry of Chauma, and on 
the 10th the army encamped at the village of Domini, 
belonging to 11 hojpur. Kasim f Ali Khan was now sent 
to inform Khait-khanar] of the near approach of Lhc Em¬ 
peror, and to inquire what lie advised to be done. Tire

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Khan advised the Emperor to advance as hitherto, him¬ 
self by boat and liis army by land; and he requested that 
some horses might be sent to replace those that had been 
rendered useless by the rains.* 1 Horses and arms were 
accordingly sent. Klian'-khanan and the other amirs ad¬ 
vanced two kos from Patna to meet His Majesty, who, 
on vhc J(ilh Rabi’u-s sstni reached his destination, and 
took up his abode in the tents of Khan-khanan. Great 
rejoicings followed, and rich offerings were made. 

On the 17th Akbar called a council of war in the 
term of Khan-khanan, when he observed that the siege 
had wow lasted a long time, that lie was resolved upon 
reducing the place, and upon crushing the defenders, stv 
that they should be unable to make ony further resist¬ 
ance either in the city or in the country. He thought 
that the best course to pursue was to first reduce the fort 
of Hajipur** which rendered very material assistance to 
the garrison of Patna, and that their operations must be- 
directed to that object. The Khans greatly applauded 
this scheme. At that same council Khan-’alam was sent 
off with three thousand men in boats, with the materials- 
required for a siege. Raja Gajpati, the zaminclar of 
that country, who had many armed adherents, was direc¬ 
ted to support Khan-’alam. 

, Next day, the 18th, Khan-’alam crossed the river,, 
embarked immediately, and went to lay siege to Hajipur,. 
while the troops marched by land.* 3 In older to see the 
field, His Majesty mounted a battery of Shaham Khan 
Jalair, which was upon a hill on die bank of the Ganges^

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and from, which Hajipur was visible. As, however, he 
could get no certEtin information of what was passing, in 
the evenings he sent a party of men in three boats to¬ 
wards Hajipur to gain intelligence. When the enemy 
saw these boats approaching, they sent eighteen boats 
full of lighting men Against them. But the three Impe¬ 
rial boats prevented them from advancing, and by hard 
lighting cut their way through, and joined Khau-kkm. 
Viclory now declared in favour of the Emperor.** Eath. 
Khan Barba, commander of Hajipur, and many Afghans,, 
were sEain, and the place fell into die hands of Khan- 
alam. The head of Fath Khan Baiba and the heads of 
other Afghans were thrown into boats and sent to the 
Emperor. After offering his thanksgiving for this victory 
lie sent the heads of Fath Khan and of ike others to 
Dmirt that he might see with his own eyes what had be¬ 
fallen his officers, and. might he led to reflect upon his- 
own position. When Baud's eyes fell upon these heads* 
he was plunged into dismay and aeL his mind upon flight. 

On the same day the Itith, the Emperor went otat 
upon an elephant Lo reconnoitre the forr anti the 
enviorns of the etty, and he asegnded the Puuj-pahari, 
which is opposite the fort. This Panjpahari or '‘Five- 
domes/' is a place built in old times by the infidels 
with burnt bricks in five stages. The Afghans who were' 
on the walls and bastions of the fortress, saw the Emperor 
and his suite as he was making his survey, and in their 
despair and recklessness they fired some guns at the 
Panj-pahari, but they did no injury at all to any one. 

When. Baud saw the Imperial forces swarming in 
the plain, and when he was informed of the fall of Hap- 
pur, although he had 20,000 horse, abundance of artil¬ 
lery, and many elephants, he determined to fly and at? 
midnight of Sunday the 21st fUbiVs sani, he embarked 
an a boat and mudo his escape. Sridhar the Bengali, who

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was Dauil’s great supporter, and to whom lie had. given 
the title of Raja Bikramajlt, placed his valuables and 
.treasures ill a boat and followed him. 

Gujar Khan Kirani. who was Daud’s minister* 5 
brought the elephants out, and fled by the rear of the 
city. On that dreadful night, a foretaste of the day of 
judgment, the inhabitants were in a state of bewilder¬ 
ment and despair. Some endeavoured to escape by the 
river, but through the crowding and struggling many of 
them were drowned. Others endeavoured to fly by land, 
.but were crushed under the feet of elephants and horses 
in the narrow lanes and streets. Some in their despair 
•east themselves down from the walls and others perished 
in the moat. When Gujar Khan came to the Punpun* 5 
river, he passed his elephants over the bridge; but the 
fugitives in his rear so pressed and crowded upon the 
bridge that it broke down and numbers were precipitat¬ 
ed into the water. Those who came up afterwards threw 
away their arms and clothes and cast themselves naked 
into the river. 

Late at night, when the flight of Daud was reported 
the Emperor gave thanks to heaven, and as soon as it 
was light Khan-klianan having assured himself of the 
fact, the royal forces entered the city with great display. 
Fifty-six elephants, which the enemy had been unable to 
•carry off, were found in the city and paraded before His 
Majesty. The date of the fall of Patna, which was indeed 
the conquest of Bengal, is found in this line “Mulk-i 
Sulaiman zi Daud raft.'* (983). • • 

The Emperor remained in the city till four hours of 
the day had passed, and having made proclamation of 
amnesty to the inhabitants, he left Khan-khanan in com¬ 
mand of the army, while he himself dashed off with a

When he reached the Punpun, he swam over on horse¬ 
back, and the amirs and soldiers followed bis example* 
Then he gave orders for every officer and man to press on 
with ^11 his might in the pursuit of tlic enemy, and he 
.himself spurred forward. The amirs, driving Gujar Khan 
before them, secured Daud's elephants, and brought 
(hern to His Majesty, On reaching the pargcim o£ 
Daryapur" twenty-six kos n from Patna on the banka of 
the Ganges, they drew rein and k was found that nearly 
40Q elephants' 10 had been taken. His Majesty halted af 
JDaryapnr, but ordered Shuhbaz Khan MiY-fcafcfrjfci and 
j\fajnun Khan Kakshal £0 continue Elio pursuit. They 
went on co the liver Balbhurtd, seven* kos from Darya- 
pur, There they learned that Gujar, worn out and half 
■dead, had passed over the river, and that some ol his 
□non had been lost in the water. Shabby Khan and 
Majnun Khan then returned. 

On Monday, the 2lsl, Khan-khan an, according to 
orders, came by water to wait upon His Majesty, bring' 
mg with him the royal boats and attendant establish¬ 
ments, Tire EmperOr stayed at Dafyapur six. days. He 
appointed Khan-khanan lo the government of Bengal, 
and left him an additional force of 20,000 horse. He 
increased his military allowances twenty-five or thirty 
per cent, he gave him all the boats which bo had 
brought down from Agra, and invested him with full 
power and authority. Then he raised the standard of 
return, and dismissed Khan-khanan and the other 
stmirs. Next-day he marched to the town of Ghiyaspur 
■on the bank of the Ganges, There he rested four days, 
-employed In the pleasing occupation of viewing die elc-

Leaving the command of the army as usual with Mirza 
Yusuf Khan, he started at midnight of the 2nd Jumada-l 
awwal, 982, mounted upon an elephant. In the morn¬ 
ing he halted at an encampment of .the royal forces- 
between Daryapur and Ghiyaspur, where he witnessed 
some elephant lights. 

At this stage Muzaffar Khan 00 who was formerly a 
clerk, but now an amir of reputation, was sent along, 
with Farhat Khan, one of the late Emperor’s slaves, and 
now enrolled in His Majesty’s service to besiege the fort¬ 
ress of Rohtas, a very' lofty and strong place. And he 
gave orders that jdter its capture it should be placed 
under the command of Farhat Khan, and that Muzaffar 
Khan should return to Court. On Friday, 3rd Jumada-l 
awwal, he proceeded to Patna, and spent a short time 
in examining the buildings of Daud. 01 From thence lur 
started to make the best of his way and on Saturday, the 
4ih, he reached the village of Falhpur Sahina, which is 
twenty-one kos distant, and on Monday, 6th Jumada-l 
awwal, at mid-day, he arrived at Jaunpur. Mirza Yusuf 
Khan arrived with the army on the 7th. The Emperor 
remained at Jaunpur thirty-three days, devoting his- 
timfr to making arrangements for the army and the gov¬ 
ernment of the country. He placed Jaunpur, Benares, 
the fort of Chunar, and sundry other mahals and parga -

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«os directly under th c royal exchequer, and lie gave die- 
management of them to Mina Mirak Riwi and Shaikh 
Ibrahim Slkri. On the 9th Jumada-s sank 982, he de¬ 
parted from Jaunpur, and went to Khanpur, where he 
stayed four days. Here he was waited upon by Kav.i 
Nizam Iktdakhshi, who (being graciously received muC. 
appointed to office) afterwards achieved a high position 1 
among the nobles. 

A despatch now arrived from Khan-khanan, report¬ 
ing the capture of the fort of Garlii. ea When Daud fled: 
feom Patna* he went to Garhi. Leaving some trusty 
men there, he proceeded to the town of Tattda, He 
made such cETorts lo strengthen the Toil of Garlii that in 
his vain idea it was impregnable, Khan-khanan inarch¬ 
ed against, Tanda and arrived near GauM. 09 As soon as, 
the eyes of the terrified Afghans fell upon his army, they 
fled and abandoned the fort, so that he obtained posses¬ 
sion of Gorki without striking a blow. This intelligence 
greatly pleased die Emperor, and he sent letters of com¬ 
mendation to Khnn-khaiian and the other amirs. Conti¬ 
nuing his journey, and hunting as he went, he arrived 
on the 8th Jutnada-5 sani, at the town of Ukaudarpur^ 
where he received intelligence of the tall of Tanda. 

.. After taking possession of the fort of Gavin* die Im¬ 
perial forces marched on towards Tanda* which is the 
capital of the kingdom (of Bengal), Khan-khaoan's ex¬ 
plorers at first reported that Daud intended to make a. 
stand there, and had made his dispositions,. Khamfchanafi- 
thereupon, summoned his amirs, and took every precau¬ 
tion for die security of his army. Next day he marshal-

When Daud's spies carried him the intelligence o£ 
Khan*khanan*s advance, he and his associates thought 
-,o£ the black night of Patna, aud fled in dismay, aban¬ 
doning the town. Thus on the 4th Jumada-s sani, the 
■capital ol Tanda was won for the Emperor without 
lighting, and a proclamation. of protection- was issued 
rtn the people. 

Again the Emperor was delighted with this good 
.news. He determined to go on co Dchli and he arrived 
there on the 1st Rajab, He made a pilgrimage to the 
tombs of the saints and holy men; he also visited the 
domb of his father, and he dispensed his bounty among 
the needy, and offered up prayers suitable to his posi-> 
iion. To give his escort rat he remained at Ochli tome 
♦days, and employed himself in hunting. In the begin¬ 
ning of $ ha'ban he started, for Ajmir, and hunted as he 
■went;. At the town of Narnaul he was waited upon by 
KImn-jahan, who came from Lahore to see him. The 
Emperor was much pleased to see the Khan, and gave 
him some princely marks of his approval. A few days 
afterwards ’Azam Khan also came from Ahmadabad ex- 
pressly to offer his congratulations. In the beginning of 
Ramadan, the Emperor reached Ajmir., and hastened 
immediately to pay his visit to the tomb. Out of the' 
-spoils of Bengal he presented to nakam-khana of the 
Khwaja a pair of drums which had belonged to Daud, 
He also dispensed the usual gifts. 

It now came to his knowledge that Chandar Sen, 
son of Mai Deo, was oppressing the rrtiy^fs in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of the forts of Jmtdhpur and Siwanah, and 
was creating disturbances. 114 His Majesty sent Tayjb 
Khali, son of Tahir Khan Mir-z famghat the governor

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to chastise him. When they approached, the rebel with¬ 
drew with his followers/* into dense jungles and places- 
hard of access. But some of the fugitives were caught 
and put to the sword, and the royal troops returned 
with considerable spoil. In the middle of Ramazan the 
Emperor started on his return to the capital, and on the: 
Same day Khan-i ’azam departed for Gujarat. The Em¬ 
peror arrived at Fathpur on the last day of Ramazan. 

It had become manifest that much of the cultivable 
land of Hindustan was lying uncultivated; and to en¬ 
courage cultivation, some rule for dividing the profits 
of the firsL year between the Government and the culti¬ 
vator seemed, to be required. Alter careful considera¬ 
tion, it was arranged that the various parganas should 
be examined, and that those which contained so much 
land as being cultivated would yield a kror of tankas, 
should be divided off and given into die charge of an 
lionest and intelligent officer, who was to receive the 
name of krori. The clerks and accountants of the Ex¬ 
chequer were to make arrangements with these officers,, 
and send them to ..their respective districts, where by 
vigilance and attention, in the course of three years the 
uncultivated land might be brought into cultivation,, 
and the revenues recovered for Government.

The amirs also- 
were called upon severally to appoint kroris, who were- 
sent into the country upon their responsibility. 

At this time Shall Kuli Khan Mahram, Jalal Khan 
-Korchi, and some other amirs, were sent to effect the re¬ 
duction of the fort of Siwanah, belonging to the son of. 
Rai Mai Deo. The fort was besieged for a long time, 
and Jalal Khan Korchi, one of the officers of the Court, 
was killed there. After that Shahbaz Khan Kambu was

Todar 
Mai reported the fact to Khan-khanan and remained 
for some days in Madaxam. Hereupon Khan-kUanan 
sent Shall am Khan Jahiir and .... to support Raja 
Todar Mak When they joined the Raja at Bardwau, 
tlic Raja, lp£t .them, and went out into the jungle after 
Kiya Khan, and having pacified him, brought him back 
with 1dm. From Madron they marched to Jitura, 'there- 
they were informed that Daud, with his fortes, had gone 
into the fort of Katak Banaras, m and was engaged in 
preparations for wax. 

Raja Todar Mai halted, and sent swift messengers 
to inform Khan-khanan of the position of affairs, Khan- 
hhanan then left Tanda to march against Dand, and he 
formed a junction with Raja Todar MaL Hand had 
organised his army and now advanced to meet him.

Then Khan-khanan got his horse under control, and 
rallying his men, led them back to the field. They dis¬ 
charged showers of arrows, and by the guidance of fate, 
an arrow struck Gujar Khan, and brought him down. 
When the Afghans saw their leader fall, they turned 
their backs and lied; but many of them were cut down 
fin their (light. Raja Todar Mai, Lashkar Khan, and 
■others who were upon the right, now charged the left 
of the enemy. Sliaham Khan and others, who were on 
the left, also attacked their opponents of the right, de¬ 
feated them, and drove them back upon Daud. His 
elephants, being worried by the arrows, turned round 
upon the body of hrs army, and the stone of dismay was 
east among them. The banner of Khan-khanan now 
became visible, and the death of Gujar Khan came to* 
the knowledge of Daud. This shook his resolution, and 
he turned and fled. Immense booLy fell into the hands 
of. the victors, and Khan-khanan encamped victorious 
on the battle-field. He remained there a few days, to 
have his wounds tended, and sent a report of the victory 
to die Emperor. All the prisoners taken were put to 
the sword. Lashkar Khan Mir-bakhshi, who had render¬ 
ed such good service, died of his wounds before the 
army moved. 

CONCLUSION OF PLACE WITH DAUD:’ IIIS INTERVIEW WITH 
KHAN-KHANAN 

After his defeat, Daud fled to Katak Banaras (Cuttack) 
in the centre of Orissa, and Khan-khanan, who remain¬ 
ed stationary on account of his wounds, held a council, 
in which he and his amirs determined to pursue 
Daud. 103 Raja.Todar Mai and .... were directed to 
proceed after him, and it was agreed that Khan-khanan 
himself would follow as soon as his wounds permitted. 

105 U A large number of Afghan prisoners were put 
to death by order of Khan-khanan .**•— T. Alp. 
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The Raja and his amirs accordingly started, and did not 
Jialt until they reached Kalkal-ghati. 100 After resting 
.there a while, the scouts brought in the intelligence 
that Baud and the Afghans, with their wives and chil-. 
•dren, were shut up in the fort of Katak Banaras. Reduc¬ 
ed to extremities, and having no other refuge, the men 
were resolved upon fighting, and fugitives from the field 
of battle daily gathered round them. Raja Todar Mai 
sent a report of the state of affairs to Khan-khanan, 1 ® 7 
And the Khan set out for Katak Banaras, never resting 
till he came within two kos of that place. Then he held 
a council with his amirs, and having pitched his camp 
<m the banks of the Mahanadi, which is half a hos from 
Katak, he began to collect materials for a siege. 

Baud had suffered several defeats in succession, and 
Cujar Khan, his mainstay and support, was slain. Beath 
stared him in the face; so, in his despair and misery, he 
sent a messenger to Khan-khanan with a message to this 
effect: "The striving to crush a party of Musulmans 
is no noble work. I am ready to submit and become a 
subject; but I beg that a corner of this wide country of 
Bengal sufficient for my support may be assigned to me. 
If this is granted, I will rest content, and never after 
rebel”.—'The amirs communicated this to Khan-Khan- 
an, and after considerable discussion, it was determined 
to accept the proposal, 108 upon the condition that Daud

After the dishes were removed, the terms of peace 
came under discussion. Baud protested that he would 
never take any course hostile to the Imperial throne, 
and he confirmed his promise by the most stringent 
oaths* The treaty of peace was drawn up, and then 
Khan-khanan brought a sword with a jewelled belt of 
great value out of his stores, and presenting it to Baud, 
said, ''You have now become a subject of the Imperial 
throne, and have promised to give it your support. I

On the 10th Safer, 0S5, he reached Tanda the capi¬ 
tal, and sent a report of his arrangements to the Em¬ 
peror, who was greatly delighted and satisfied with the 
conquest of Bengal. Splendid robes and jewelled swords, 
and a horse with a golden saddle, wicte sent to Khan- 
khan an, and all the arrangements be had made were 
confirmed. 

While Khan-khanan was occupied at Katak Buna- 
ras, the sons of Jalalu-d din Sur, in concert wilh the 
■zamindafs of Gboraghat, attacked and defeated Majnun 
Khan, drove him to the neighbourhood of Tanda, and 
captured the fort of Gaur. Mu’in Khan and Majntm 
Khan prodded for the security of Tarda, tincl awaited 
intelligence of Khan-khanan's success* When his return 
became known, the insurgents scattered and hid them¬ 
selves in the jungles.

religions and people and sects, and of all matters of 
wordiy interest; and he profited by what he heard, His- 
great favour for such men, led him at the time of his 
return from Ajmir in the month of Zi-1 ka'da, 0S2, and. 
in the twentieth year of his reign, to issue his commands- 
for. skilful architects and clever builders to erect in the 
gardens of the royal palace a refuge for sufis, and a 
home for holy men, into which none should be allowed 
to enter but sniyids of high rank, learned men {'tttania) 
mid Shaikhs* In obedience to the Imperial commands, 
skilful architects planned a building, containing four 
balk {oiivan), and in a brief period completed it, When 
this happy abode was finished, die Emperor used to go 
there on Enel ay nights and on holy nights, and pass the 
night until the rising of the sun in the society of dis¬ 
tinguished mem It was arranged that the western hall' 
should he occupied by j&iyidg the sou til by the learned 1 
( } alamo) and the wise, the northern by shaikhs and men 
of ecstasy {arbab-i hol)* t all without confusion or inter- 
mixture- The nobles and officers of the Court, whose 
tastes were in unison with those of men of greatness 
and excellence, wcr e to sit in the eastern hall. His. 
Majesty graced cadi of the four halls with his presence,, 
and enriched those present with Ms gifts and bounty. 
The members of the assembly used to select a number 
of the most worthy among those present to be presented 
to Hik Majesty, and to receive from film handfuls of ' 
ashrafti and rupees. Those, who froth evil fortune did 
not participate in the royal bounty in the evening, used 
to sit down in rows before the 3 ibadat khana on Friday 
mornings, and receive handfuls of oshrafis and rupees- 
from His Majesty’s own hands. This assemblage used 
frequently to last beyond mid-day on Fridays, Some* 
limes, when His Majesty was tired, one of the attend¬ 
ants of- the Conn, in wEiose kindness and gentleness he 
had confidence, was deputed to perform this duty, . ♦ , , 

In this year GuIbadan Begam, daughter of the Em¬ 
peror Babar, and aunt of Akbar, piously undertook the 
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journey to Mecca. When Gujarat was annexed to the 
Imperial dominions, he determined that every year one 
of the officers of his Court should be appointed Mir 
Haji, or Leader of, the Pilgrims, to conduct a caravan 
from Hindustan, like the caravans from Egypt and Syria, 
to the holy places. This design was carried out, and 
every year a party of enlightened men of Hind, of 
Mawarau-n nahr, and Khurasan, received provision for 
their journey from the royal treasury, and went under 
the appointed leader from the ports of Gujarat to the 
holy places. 113 Never before had any monarch provid¬ 
ed for the annual departure- of a caravan from India, 
nor had any one furnished means to the needy, to enable 
them to perform the pilgrimage. Gulbadan and Salima 
Sultan Bcgam 113 now obtained the Emperor’s permis¬ 
sion to go the pilgrimage, and received from him a sum 
of money for the expenses of the journey. All the pious 
poor who desired, to join in the pilgrimage obtained the 
means of travelling. ' 

ARRIVAL OF MIRZA SULAIMAN 

Mirza Sulaiman had been ruler of Badakhshan since the 
time of the Emperor Babar. He had a son, Mirza Ibra¬ 
him, a fine intelligent young man, who was taken pri¬ 
soner in battle and killed by the adherents of Pir 
Muhammad Khan Uzbek, in the year that Mirza 
Sulaiman invaded Balkh. Mirza Ibrahim left a son, 
Sbah Rukh by name, whom Sulaiman carefully brought 
up, and to whom, in spite of his tender age, lie gave 
several districts of Badakhshan. 

When Shah Rukh arrived at years of discretion, and 
Mikza Sulaiman grew old, some designing people incit-

But when she 
ditd, these same people stirred up Shah Rukh*s ;uttbi- 
tion to be ruler of Badakhsbarn He came from Kunduz 
to Kolabj and being supported by his party, the whole 
of Badakhshan, from Hisar Sh adman to Kabul, fell into 
his bands* and he wanted to send his grandfather to join 
his Father. 

Mirm Suhiiman fled in great distress to seek, assist¬ 
ance from Muhammad Hakim Mirza. But he did not 
meet with the reception he expected, so he begged to be 
sent on to the Indus. Hakim Mirza did not comply 
with this trifling request. He sent him a party of pre¬ 
tended guides, who left him at Lhc first stage and fled 
to Kabul. But Mirza Sulaiman, trusting in God, con¬ 
tinued liis journey, 114 and although he was sometimes 
opposed by the Afghans, and had to fight his way* and 
was wounded, by an arrow, he at length reached the 
Indus, Thence he wrote to the Emperor, who sent him 
50,000 rupees, horses, and necessaries* by the hand of 
Khwaja Aka Khan, . . * . and after 1 some days Raja 
Bhagwan Das 115 came to the Indus with an escort, and 
conducted him iionourably to Lahore. 

At this time a farman was sent lo summon 3 Azam 
Khan from Gujarat and he arrived at Court 111 with 
speed and alacrity. Some cavillers and fault-finders

on the 15tli Rajah, 985. All the nobles and officers were 
scut out to the distance of five kos from Fathpur to 
receive him. And when intelligence of his having left 
this stage was brought, the Emperor himself went out on 
horseback to meet him. Five thousand elephants, with 
housings of velvet and brocade, with gold and silver 
chains, and with white and blade fringes on their necks 
and trunks, were drawn up in lines on each side of the 
load to the distance of five hos from Fathpur. Between 
each two elephants there was a cart (araba), the chitas 
in which had collars studded with gold and housings of 
fine cloth; also two bullock carts, which had animals that 
wore gold-embto{dered headstalls. 

When all the arrangements were made, the Emperor 
V/CUt out with great pomp and splendour. Upon ap¬ 
proaching, the Mirza hastened to dismount, and ran 
forward to His Majesty; bat the Emperor observing the 
venerable age ol the Mi ran, also alighted from bis 
horse, and would not allow Lhe Mirza to go through 
the usual observances and ceremonies. He fondly em¬ 
braced him; then he mourn ed and made the Mirza ride 
on his right hand. All the five kos he inquired about 
his circumstances, and on reaching the palace lie seated 
him by his side on the throne. The young princes also 
were present, and were introduced to the Mirza. arid 
after a great entertainment, he gave the Mirza a house 
near to the royal palace. Oti this occasion an order was 
issued to Khan-jahan, the ruler of the Tanjab, to take 
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5000 horse and proceed to Badakhshan in attendance oji 
the Mirza, to recover the country and restore it to him, 
and then to return to Lahore* 

DEATH or ICITAN-KUANAN MU*NIM KHAN 

When Khan-khanan, with his mind at ease about 
Daud, returned to Tanda, the capital of the country*, 
under the influence of his evil destiny, he toot a dislike 
to Tanda, and crossing; the Ganges, he founded a home 
for himself at the fortress of Gaur, which in old times 
had been the capital of Bengal 1,8 and he ordered that 
all the soldiers and rfliyofr should remove from T&tuda 
to Gaur. In the height of the rains the people were in¬ 
volved in the trouble o£ expatriation. The air oE Gaur 
is mremeJy unhealthy, and in former times, the many 
diseases which distressed its inhabitants induced the 
rulers lq abandon the place, and raise the town of 
Tanda, Sickness of many kinds now broke out among 
the people, and every day numbers of men departed 
from Gaur to tire grave, 110 and bade farewell to relatives 
and friends. By degrees the pestilence readied to such it 
pitch that inert were unable to bury the dead, and cast 
the corpses into the river. 110 Every day the deaths of 
many amirs and oflicers were reported to Kban-khanan. 
but he took no warning, and made no resolution to 
change his residence. He was so great a man that no 
one had the courage to remove the cotton of heedless-

TWENTY-SECOND VEAH OF THE RKtGN 

The beginning of this year corresponded with the 
,*20th Zi-1 Jiijja, 984 H. (11th March, 1577 

While the Emperor was encamped at Ajmir, die 
intelligence was brought to him that Baud Afghan had 
dung away (he treaty which he had made with Kbart- 
'khanan, had risen against the royal authority, and had 
marched against Tanda. The Imperial officers in that 
quarter, having no chief among them on whom they 
■could rely, had abandoned the country, and retired to 
Hajipur ;md Patna, All this commotion had arisen 
because Khan-jahau had taken his time in going there in 
^consequence of his army J>eing at Lahore. Upon 
receiving this intelligence, the Emperor sent a letter by 
'Suldian Kuli Turk to Khan-jahan, directing him to take 
-with him ail the amirs and jagirdars who had abandoned 
Bengal, and to march against Baud. In twenty-two days 
-Subban Kuli travelled nearly a thousand hos™ (1) and

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delivered the far man to Khan-jahan. The Khan took 
the f'teJd* and advanced into Bengal. He had an action 
with three thousand men whom Daud had left in charge 
of Garhi* and took the place. Nearly fifteen hundred of, 
ihe enemy were slain* and many chiefs were made, 
prisoners. 

Whilst die Emperor was staying at Ajmirj he sent 
Kunwar Man Singh, a brave and able man* with five 
thousand horse* against Ran a Kika. 133 lie also sent KazE 
Khan badakhshi, .,.. and other ambitious yon rig men 
with him. Asaf Khan was appointed Mir-bakhshi of 
this army. Elis Majesty presented Kunwar Man Singh 
and all the amirs and sardars of the army with robes and 
horses. After fitting out this army* he started to return, 
home on the 20th Mu him: jin, and reached iathpur on 
the 1st Bafar, 935 IT. 

After his arrival at Iathpur, messengers arrived with 
the intelligence that Khan-jalian, after the capture o£ 
Gar hi* had advanced to the vicinity of Tanda. There 
he found that Daud had evacuated Tanda, and had taken, 
up a position in the village of Ale. 15 * On one flank was 
the river, on the other a mountain, and he had thrown* 
up entrenchments to secure his position. Khan-jahan 
marched against him* and sharp lighting followed. One 
day Klrwaja J Abdu-IJa, one of the Imperial officers, 
advanced from his battery to the edge of the Afghan 
entrenchment* The enejny sallied forth and attacked* 
him, and he fell, lighting bravely* On hearing of his fall, 
the Emperor's anger was roused, and he sent an order to- 
Muzafihi Khan* the governor of Patna and Bihar* to

On that day Rana Kika fought obsti¬ 
nately till he received wounds from an arrow and from 
spear; he then turned to have his life, and left the field 
of battle. The Imperial forces pursued the Rajputs, and 
killed numbers of them. Kunwar Man Sing wrote an 
.account of his victory to the Emperor. Next day he went 
through the pass of Haldeo, and entered Kokanda. He 
took up his abode in the house of Rana Kika, and again 
returned thanks to the Almighty (Sic). Rana Kika fled 
into the high hills for refuge. The Emperor rewarded 
Kunwar Man Sing and his amirs with robes and hones. 

khan-jahan's campaign against daud 

When the battle fought by Khan-jahan became known 
to the Emperor, he sent five lacs of rupees by dak-chauki 
towards defraying the expenses of the army. Orders 
were given for the despatch of boats laden with grain 
from Agra, fqr the use of the army. . .. 

Gajpati was a zamindar in the neighbourhood of 
Hajipur and Patna, who had been enrolled among the 
-partisans of the Emperor. When Muzaffar Khan went, 
with reinforcements to Khan-jahan, leaving this country

Khan, whom he had sent as a messenger to Khanjakan*.

foot of the Emperor’s throne. Rejoiced at the victory* 
he returned to the capita]* 

Saiyid 'Abdudh Khan thus rehearsed the story of 
the victory. Muznffar Khan arrived with the forces of 
Bihar, Hajipur and Faina* a counting to nearly 5000 
horse, and joined Khaii-jahan. On the 15th Rabiht-i 
akhir* 984, they drew out their forces and attacked tho 
enemy. Baud also, supported by his unde Junaid KIrani 
and Other Afghan chiefs, made his dispositions. Junaid 
was struck by a cannon-ball. His leg was broken. After 
a while the armies closed with each other, and the enemy 
was defeated. Baud being left behind, was made pri¬ 
soner, and Khan-jahan had his bead struck off, and sent 
it to His Majesty. Great Spoil and many elephants fell 
into the hands of the victors, * *, 

At this time* Sultan Khwaja was appointed Mir 
Haji, and a sum of six lacs of rupees In cash arid goods 
was assigned Bor the benefit of the poor people about 
to make the pilgrimage to the holy places* and given into 
his charge. He was directed to furnish what was neces¬ 
sary to any one desirous, of being a pilgtim* and many 
benefited by this liberality.

It has already been related how Raja Man Singh 
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defeated Rana Rika, and occupied bis country—bow the 
Rana fled irtLo the high hills, anti how the army pene¬ 
trated to Kokand a, which Was the Rana's home. The 
toads tq this place were so difficult that little grain 
reached it, and the army was nearly famished. The 
order was given for Man Singh to fall back, quickly, and 
he very soon, arrived at the Emperor's dirt.me. When 
the distress of the army was inquired into, it appeared 
that, although the men were in shch great straits, Kun- 
Wat Man Singh would not suffer any plundering of Ran u. 
Rika's country. This caused the Emperor to be dis- 
pleased v jdi him* and be wa$ banished from Court for a 
timed 11 L After a while he was forgiven, and was sent at 
the bead of a force to ravage the Ran.Vs country. It must 
be understood that in the laugangc o£ Hind * ^ Kanwa^ ,, ■ 
signifies “son of a Ra.jaV' On Lhcr 19th of the month 
the army mar died from Ajmfr towards the Rnna t s 
eolm try.

The Emperor directed a messenger to be sent to Kalij 
Khan to bring him quickly to Surat, in order to secure 
the departure of the vessel. During Kalij Khan’s 
absence, Asaf Khan was to have the command of his 
army. 

Kutbu-d din Khan and Raja Bhagwan Das returned 
front Kokanda, and trailed upon the Emperor, Shall 
l ; akhru-d din and Jagannath were left in Udipur, and 
Raja Bhagwan Das and Saiyid ’Abdu-lla Khan were left 
in Dhauli-ghati of Udipur. When His Majesty came 
into the territory of Banswala (Banswara) and Dungar- 
pur, the Rajas and zamindars of the country came to 
wait upon him with their offerings, and were right royal¬ 
ly received. 130 Here also Raja Todar Mai came from 
Bengal to wait upon him, bringing nearly 500 elephants 
from the spoils of Bengal, with other presents and offer¬ 
ings. Kalij Khan also arrived to attend upon him, and 
was sent to Surat to despatch the ships. He went along 
with Kalyan Rai, a merchant ( bakkaly, and having got 
passes (kaul) from the Europeans, .he sent off the ships. 
He quickly returned, and waited upon His Majesty, 
while he was in Malwa. After arranging liis posts (thana-

■Malwa, and settled the matters of the amirs of Asir and 
Itarhanptur, lie turned homewards; and, hunting as he 
went, he arrived at Fathpur on Sunday, 2$rd Safar. 
Alter three moiatlis, troubles arose in Gujarat, through, 
■the coming thither of Muzaffar Husain Mirra, son oE 
Ibrahim "Mima, who was son of the daughter of Kamrati 
"Mir/a. The circumstances of his case are these: When 
■the Emperor was engaged in the siege of Surat, Guinnkh 
Regam, daughter of K am ran and wife of Ibrahim, car¬ 
ried off her child MuzafEar Husain, as has been related 
in the account given of the conquest of Aiunadabad- A 
'disaffected man named Mihr'Ati, a servant of the late 
ffbrahim Mirza, who accompanied Gulrukh . Regam 
when she J led from Surat to the Delhi n, now sLirred up 
the ambition of Muzaffrir Husain, who was fifteen or 
sixteen years of age. He induced him to leave the 
Dekhin, and collecting a number of adventurers from 
nil directions, lie entered Gujarat intern upon insnrrec- 
-tiom 

At this time Raja Todax Mai was in Pattai^ engag¬ 
ed in the settlement of the revenue. The insurrection 
■spread, and the disaffected were everywhere raising their 
“heads. Want Khan, the ruler, of Gujarat, had $,000 
{horsemen, but there were amongst them many adven- 
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invents men ujkjii whom he cotdd not. rely, so lie retired 
into a fortress, and sent an account of the occurrence* 
to Raja Todar Main Before the Raja came to his assist' 
ance, Baz Bahadur, son o£ Sharif Khan, and Baba 
Gadm, tiie diwan of Gujarat, attacked MuzafFar Husain 
in the pargatta of Nan durbar, 1 ™ and were defeated, 
Miizaffav Husain Lhen went to Kambay , 1;18 and after 
slaying two or three days, he went of? towards Ahmada- 
bach Raja Todar Mai tinned back from rattan, and 
arrived at Ahnuidabad. 

When the insurgents heard of this, they fell back, 
and went towards Dulaka. The Raja and Wazir Khati 
pursued them, and coming up with them at Dulaka, a 
battle ensued, in which the royal forces were victorious, 
and the enemy drew off to Junagarh, Raja Todar Mnl 
then departed on his return to Court. 

Muxaffar Husain, as soon as he heard of the Raja's 
departure, came back and besieged Waxir Khan in 
Ahmndabad; for although Wazir Khan’s force was 
large, it was not trustworthy, and so he was obliged to 
seek the shelter of the fortress . 1 ' 3 8 Mi hr ’Ali, the vakil of 
MuzafFar I-Iusain, and the great prop of the revolt, 
brought forward scaling-ladders to attempt an assault, 
but he was sent to hell 1 ** by a bullet from the fortress, 
When he was removed, Muxaffar Husain withdrew, and 
went towards Sukanpur, So the insurrection tame to 
an end.

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ARRIVAL OIT THK AMIRS Willi ANT IMPERIAL ARMY. AT 
A SIR AND BJJRllANPUlt 

It has been mentioned above, that Sbahab Khan and 
other amirs were sent with 10,000 horse against Asir 
and Biiihanpur, When Raja J Ali Khan heard of the 
approach o£ this force* lie drew in his horns and crept 
into his fortress. The amirs entered the country, and 
did not stop till they reached Bijanagar. 1 ? 3 Great dis¬ 
sension arose in the country of Asir, and Raja'AJi Khan 
was reduced to beg pardon for his offences; He promis* 
cd the amirs Lo send suitable tribute and some elephants 
in charge of his people to the Finpcror's Court, At this 
lime, Kutbu-d din Muhammad Khan separated from the 
other amirs, and went off to Nandinbar and Suhanpur* 
in consequence of disturbances which had arisen in his 
jagirs of Broach and Baroda, through the proceedings 
of Muiaffar Husain. The disorders in Asir and Burhati- 
pur which the amirs had been sent to settle being ended* 
by the Submission of Raja r Ali and Jus payment of tri¬ 
bute, the amirs retired to their respective jagirs , When 
Hakim ’Ainu-l Mulk, who had gone on an embassy to 
*Adil the ruler of the Dckhin, returned, he was scut 
with the elephants and the tribute to the Imperial Count. 

{Thu Annual Pilgrimage to Ajmir) 

The Emperor, on his icturn journey* when he reached 
the neighbourhood of Ambir, 143 ordered a fort and town 
to be founded in the village of Mulathau, 14 ' 1 one of the 
dependencies of Ambir, cti the site of an old city which 
had been in ruins for some thousand years. Walls and 
forts, and gates and gardens were allotted out among the 
amirs, and injunctions were given for the completion of

days. Orders were then given for raiyats and all sorts of 
mechanics to be collected from all the parganas of that 
province, to populate the fortress ( hisar ). The land of 
this place was an ancient possession of Rai Lon Karan, 1441 
and his son, who was young and was being brought up 
with the princes, was named Manohar, so the town was 
called Manohar-nagar after that child. This child has 
now grown up a clever young man, and composes poetry 
under the takhallus (nom de plume) of Tausani. 

APPEARANCE OF A COMET 146 

At this period, at the time of evening prayer, a comet 
appeared In the sky towards the east, inclining to the 
north, and continued very awful for two hours. The 
opinion of the astrologers was, that the effects would not 
l>e felt in Hindustan, but probably in Khurasan and 
’Irak. Shortly afterwards, Shah Ismail, son of Shah 
Tahmasp Safawi, departed this life, and great uoublc 
arose in Persia.

He started from thence, and pass¬ 
ed through the pargana of Palam. He passed the night 
•in the house of the mukaddam of the village, and in the

His Majesty now 
imendedj after performing his usual pilgrimage to 
Ajmir, to pay a visit to the tomb of Shaikh Farid 
flhakar-ganj, and to visit the Panjab., So lie sent Mull a 
Lshkij one of' the old servants of the Covin, along with 
Km Sadni-d diti r to Kashmir, 'All Khan,, the ruler 
-of Kashmir, entertained them nobly and respectfully, 
jirnl exhibited his fidelity and. devotion. Along with 
ihq two envoys he sent his own vakil, Muhammad 
"Kasim, to carry his tribute and productions of Kashmir 
ns presents to the Emperor—sail ran, musk, paper, 
shawls, etc. They accordingly brought them to His 
Majesty, and reported what they had seen and knew of 
■*Ali Khan’s cordiality and good wishes.'

Muitaflar Khan, since his appointment to the gov¬ 
ernment oF Bengal, hud not sent a single article of the 
productions ol the country, or any portion of its revenue, 
ro the Imperial treasury; but he now pent Jive lacs of 
rupees in cash, various goods stud articles of the country, 
and elephants and rarities of great value, which was 
graciously accepted, Muhammad Ma’sum Kabuli also 
sent thirty-nine elephants as tribute. 

On a Friday in this month notice was given for all 
■the poor and needy to assemble on the chaug&i ground. 
Sultan Khwaja Kalij Khan distributed the alms to them 
one by one. Nearly a lac of persons assembled, and 
there was such a crowd and crush that eighty weak

Kutbu-d din Atka, a nobleman of high rank, was 
now appointed tutor to Prince Salim.. In celebration oC 
• this appointment he gave a grand feast, and the young 
prince honoured him with his presence. There was a 
grand assemblage, and Kutbu-d din made many offerings 
of elephants and Arab horses, jewels and cloths. Accor¬ 
ding to the usual custom, Kutbu-d din Muhammad AkU 
carried the prince upon his back, and raised his aspiring 
head to the pinnacle of grandeur, lie made presents of 
money and jewels to the prince, and the clamour of con¬ 
gratulations readied the sky. 

’Abdu-lla Khan Uzbek, ruler of Mawumu-n nahr, 
had always kept up a friendly intercourse and commu¬ 
nity of feeling, and used to send his envoys to the Impe¬ 
rial Court. His Majesty now sent Mira Fulad with 
Kliwaja Khalib, a native of Bukhara, as his envoys to 
’Abdu-lla Khan, bearing a letter 1 full of kind words, 
and a great variety of presents. (A legal discussion. 
The usual journey to Ajmir). On the 21st Shawwal he 
returned to Fathpur. Mihtar Sa’adat. whose title is 
Peshrau Khan, and who had been sent on an embassy to 
Nizamu-1 Mulk Dakbini, now returned with the Dakhini 
envoys, who brought with them elephants and other 
tribute.

Muzaffar Khan, on arriving in Bengal, scl about arrang¬ 
ing the affairs of that province. But his prosperity was. 
on the wane, and his day was gone by. • He was harsh iu 
his measures, he offended men with his words, he depriv¬ 
ed many amirs of their jagirs, he demanded the dagn 
(brand-tax), and brought old practices up again. 

Baba Khan Kakshal, although lie was conciliatory,, 
and begged that his jagir might be left undisturbed, was. 
called upon for the dngh, and received no attention. The 
pargana of Jalesar, which was the jagir of Khaldi Khau,. 
was taken away from him at the beginning of the spring 
harvest, and was added as tankhwah to the jagir of Shah 
Jaroalu-d din Husain. A sum of money due from the 
spring harvest had been received by Khaldi Khan, and 
to recover this Muzaffar, Khan put him, in prison, and 
ordered him to be scourged and bastinadoed. 

At this time a far man arrived from the Imperial 
Court, directing Muzaffar Khan to apprehend and put 
to death a servant of Mirza Muhammad Hakim named 
Roshan Beg, who had left Kabul and gone into Bengal, 
and to send his head to Court. This Roshan Beg was 
among the Kakshals, and Muzaffar Beg issued an order 
for his execution. He also spake some harsh w r ord$ about 
Baba Khan Kakshal. The soldiers who were present,

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and especially Baba Khan and the Kakshals, trembled 
together, and resolved upon mutiny. They shaved thein 
heads, put on their high caps. 1 ®* and broke out into 
revolt. Crossing the river, they went to the city of Gauc r 
celebrated in old times under the name of Lakhnhutt. 
There they coltccted men; and having found property of 
Muzafhtr Khan in several places, they took it or destroy¬ 
ed it Muzaffar Khan collected boats, and sent Ha-kim 
Abu-1 Bath anti Pa tar Das, 1 with an army against them 
on the banks of the river. 

When ihc disaffection of the KafcshaU was reported 
ib the Emperor, lie sent a farman to Mmaffar Khan, in 
which he said that Lhe Kak&haLs hud Jong been servants.

with hopes of the Emperor's favour, and the matter of 
their was to be settled. The fur wan arrived at 

the time when Muzaftar Khan was in face of the insur¬ 
gents. 

Upon the arrival oC die foilman > Baba Khan and die 
other rebels made a show of submission, .and sent a mes” 
sage to Muzaffar Khan, asking him to send Rizwi Khan 
and Patar Das to arrange terms with them, and to set 
their minds at ease. He accordingly sent Rizwi Khan, 
Mir Abu Ithak, sou of Mir Rah'u-d din and. Rai FaLar 
Das, Baba Khan put all three of them in confinemtQb 
and so stirred the hre of warfare. 

Coincident with this, it so happened that Mujlp 
Taiyib, PurkhoLtam Bakhshi, and. die revenue officials of 
Bihar; also entered upon harsh dealings. They Look

anticipated him, Look him unawares, and killed him. 

Upon intelligence of J Asi Mb's urn's rebellion reach¬ 
ing Baba Khan Kakshal, a correspondence was opened 
between them, and when the Kakshals confronted Mu- 
zadar Khan, J Asi marched to assist them, and arrived at 
Garhi Muzaffar Khan then sent Khwaja Shamsu-d din 
Muhammad Khwaii with a detachment and some guns 
to the passes of Garlu, to arrest die progress of s Asi 
Ma'sutn. But the latter had a strong force; lie broke 
through Garhi, and attacked the Khwaja and defeated 
him. He then formed a junction with the Kakshols, and 
the revolt gathered strength. 

The Kafcshals then crossed the river, and advanced 
against MurafEar Khan, WazU' Jamil, Xe * one of the old. 
cimiVj of the State, along with Jan Muhammad Bibbudi, 
and some others, deserted MuiafEai Khan, and joined 
the insurgents. MmaJTar Khan then took, shelter in die 
fort of Tanda, which was nothing better than four walls. 
The rebels occupied the town of Tanda. They took 
Hakim Abu-1 hath, Khwaja Shamiu-d din and others pri- 
Moncrs, and began to pillage. Hakim Abu-1 Path with 
the Khwaja and Rai Patar Has effected their escape by 
artifice, and fled on foot. By the help of the xamindars, 
they managed to reach Hajipur. The rebels made them¬ 
selves masters of the fort of Tanda, brought Miuaffar 
Khan out of his house upon a solemn assurance (of 
rsafety), and put him to death. They took possession of

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his property mid ^fl'cc ls„ and all the country o[ Bengal 
and Bihar fell into their hands. Nearly 30,000 horsemen 
assembled round the rebels. The Emperor some time 
before this had taken Mirza Slcarafu-d din Husain out of 
prison, and. sent him to Bengal to Muraffar Khan. lQi The 
rehds now released him from confinement, and placed 
him at their head. So the revolt increased. 

Upon the facts being communicated to the Emperor, 
he sent Raja Todar Mai . , . and other amir.? to repress 
it. Far mans were sent to Muhammad Ma'sum Faran- 
ktuidi, governor of Jaunpuv, and Samanji Kha.ii and the 
jagirdars of that country, directing them to place them¬ 
selves under ihe command of Todar Mai, and render 
every assistance to quash the rebellion. 

While the Imperial army was on the march, Shah am. 
Khan Jalalr fought with Saiyid Badakhshi and hilled hint. 
When the army reached Juunpur, Muhammad Ma’smn 
joined Todar Mai wills 3000 horsemen fully armed, and 
marched on with him. But Muhammad Maoism was n 
weak-minded man, his dignity and the strength of his 
army had turned bis brain; and he began to show many 
little actions savouring of disaffection, and to utter 
expressions indicative of disloyalty. Raja Tod Jr Mai, 
like a prudent and experienced man, temporized with 
him, and did. all lie could to reassure and conciliate hbn. 

Whcn Lhe Imperial army reached Mongir, J Ad 
Kabuli and the Kakshah, and Mima Skarafu-d din 
Husain with 30,000 horse, and 500 elephants, and with 
war-boats and. artillery, in battle order, advanced to meet 
the Imperial army. Raja Todar Mai had no confidence 
in the ^cohesion of the) adventurers composing the 
enemy *$ army, and deeming it inexpedient to fight, he 
occupied the fon of Mongir, and throwing up other 
fortifications around it, he kept that position.

and held out. Raja Totter Mai and bis supporters sent 
Muhammad Ma'sum Farankhudi with a detachment to* 
the relief of ltetna. On hearing of his approach, ’Arab- 
Bahadur raised the siege, and went oft towards Gajpati, 
one of the chief zamindars of that country. 

The Kaja and Sadik Khan, and . ,, and the other 
ttmirs marched to Bihar after *Aai Ma’sum, who sought 
An opportunity to make a night attack upon Sadik 
Khan’s camp. But Sadik, Khan was a wary commander,, 
and on that night he and his men were prepared. Jan 1

advanced force, and the enemy attacking them unawares, 
Jah Beg was killed and Ulugh Khan fell back, Sadik 
khan had to resist a sharp attack, but the Empcrorte 
good fortune aided him, and he defeated Ma’sum, who*

him to Court. Accordingly, he and his son Kiyam Khan 
set off from Sarangpur to attend upon His Majesty. 
His attendants were seized with the desire to rebel, so 
ahey killed both him and his son, and then dispersed, 
each one taking his own way. When the Emperor heard 
•this, he sent Sharif Khan Atka to be governor of Malwa, 
ancl called the young surviving children of Shuja’at 
Khan to Court. 

In consequence of the state of aflairs in Bengal, 
‘Azam Khan who had been living for some time in re- 
•tircincnt at Agra, was again received into favour, and 
he was sent with 5,000 horse to assume the government 
•of Bihar. 107 For greater security, Shahbaz Khan 
Kambu, who was engaged against Rana Kika, and had 
nearly driven the Rana from the country, was summon¬ 
ed and sent with an army to the support of the forces 
in Bengal. When Shahbaz Khan came near to Hajipur, 
where 'Arab Bahadur had taken refuge with Raja 
Gajpati, lie marched to attack him. For one month he 
carried on operations against him, clearing away the 
jungle, until at length he drove off ’Arab Bahadur and 
made the Raja succumb. 

(The Emperor pays a visit to Sharif Khan Ai)ia, 
Hakimu-l Mulk Gilani appointed. “Leader of the

A despatch now arrived from Raja Todar Mai, 
•stating that he had kept Muhammad Ma’surn Farank- 
'hudi along with him by concilitary treatment and all

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kinds of expedients, That Khwaja Mansur (the dizouii} 
had written, sharp letters to him, daiming a good deaf 
of money due from him. lie (the dtwan) had also writ' 
ten letters to Tarsun Muhammad Khan, one of the 
great min and commander of an army, ho filing out 
threats to him, at a time when encouragement was neces¬ 
sary. The sharp practice of the dhtatt having been re¬ 
peatedly mentioned to His Majesty, he removed him, 
from office, and placed hint in charge of Shah Kiili 
Khan, An order was promulgated appointing Wazh' 
Khan to be diwan in thief instead of him, and Kazi 
■ Ali, son of Kutbu-d din Baghdadi, was to assist him in. 
deciding important questions, 

A great natural curiosity was brought to the 
notice of die Kmperor at this time. It was a man born 
without cars or any orifice of the cars, who yet heard 
all that was spoken, just like people with ears. His. 
Majesty was greatly interested in the man, and settled 
a pension upon him* 

(Prince Daniyal makes the muni pilgrimage to 
Ajtnh instead of the Emperor), 

Raja Todar MaL Tarsun Muhammad Khan, and 
the other amirs took up their quarters in Hajipur 
during the rainy season, and Ma'snm tarankhudi* with: 
their permission, went to J&unpur, which was his jagir. 
There he began to show signs of disaffection, Hit 
Majesty therefore sent. Pcshrau Khan, darogftfl of the 
far&sh-khtma, to set him at ease; he also gave him" the 
Country of Gutlli instead of Jaunpur, and bestowed the 
latter upon Tar sun Khan, Ma’surn spoke dutiful words, 
to Peshrau Khan, and did not show his disaffection; hut- 
as Qudh was near, he went there. 

Niyabat Khan, son of Hash am Khan Naishapuri,, 
who liad grown up in the nurture of the Imperial 
Court, broke out in rebellion in his jag if of Jausa and 
Payag (Allahabad), and attacked the fort of Karra,, 
which was the jngir of Isma'il Kuli Khan, Iliyas Khan, 
who was Skikkdar of that place for Isma'il Kuli, fought 
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with him and was. killed, He then invested the fort of 
Garha, and began to pillage. This being reported to 
His Majesty, he sent Ismail K.uli Khan. . . and several 
Other amirs to repress him. He also sent Raja Rirbal 
and Shah Kuli Khan Mali ram to excite the hopes 
of Ma'sum Khan FarahRhudi and bring him to 
Court. 

When Wazir Khan had departed, Khwaja Mansur 
*vas released from confinement, and again appointed to 
the office of diitmn. 

As soon as Niyabat heard of the approach oE the 
royal army he raised the siege of Karra, and went to* 
wards KantaJ, one of the dependencies of Patna, The 
amirs followed him, crossed oyer the river, and came 
up with him. Niyabat Khan attached them and a hard 
fight ensued* but at hist he was defeated and went off 
to Ma'sum. Khan* 

At this time. also. J Arab Bahadur fled before 
Shahba? Khan, and took refuge wiLh Ma'ium, U5 Shall* 
baz Khan, in pursuit of him, went to Jnunpur, and from 
thence to Oudh against Ma'sum, But Ma’suni advatic* 
ed to meet him, defeated him, and put him to flight. 
In one day Shahbaz Khan travelled forty Acts to Jaim- 
pun Tarsun Muhammad Khan, who commanded the 
light wing of Shahbaz Khan’s force, had been hidden 
by tire jungle, and when Mamm's army was disordered, 
this-, force came up -and defeated it. When Shabby 
Khan waa informed of this he returned immediately, 
joined, his right wing, arid rullying his forces, pursued 
the enemy, Ma’sum fought again in the vicinity of the 
ciLy of Oudh, and was again defeated. His mother, and 
sisters, wives, and children, property and troops were 
taken. He himself fled to the Siwalik hills. This

"lWEHTY-SKVENTH YEAR OF THE KEICM 

The beginning of ibis year corresponded with Sunday, 
iSth Safar, 039. 

In die beginning oi this year intelligence arrived 
■that Mii'zst Muhammad Hakim, allured by the induce¬ 
ments held out in letters sene to him by *Asi Ma’sum 
Kabuli and Ma’snm FarankJiudi, and urged on by his 
maternal unde Fnridun, had set out from Kabul with 
the object of conquering Hindustan. He sent his serv¬ 
ant Shad man over the Indus (in advance), but Xunw'ar 
Man Singh, son of Raja Bhagwan Das, attacked him 
41 kid killed him ,* 71 On hearing of this, the Mirza cross¬ 
ed the river, and encamped in the parguna of Ssuyidpur, 

The Emperor assembled hi* forces, and having ad- 
vanced 10 all the soldiers eight months' pay out of the 
treasury, lie marched towards die Panjab. Prince 
Daniya! remained at hath pur; and Sultan Kliwaja and 
.Shaikh Ibrahim were there left in charge Of alfcurs- 
Upon the Emperor's reaching the sarai of Bad, fifteen 
&os from hath pur, he received intelligence oE the victory 
■of Shahbaz Khan over Ma’stmi Faranklwidi. Deeming 
tills an auspicious omen, he continued, bis march. 

When Kunwav Man Singh defeated Shad in an, ho 
■obtained from nShadman's portfolio three letters from 
Mir^i Muhammad Hakim: one to Hakimu-1 Mulk, one 
to Khwaja Shah Mansur, and one to Muhammad Kasim 
Khan Mir-bahrj all in answer to letters of invitation 
and encouragement. Kunwar Man Singh sent these

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letter*; to the Emperor, who ascertained the contents, but 
kept the fact, concealed. • 

After the Emperor marched from Dchli, Mirza 
Muhammad Hakim advanced to Lahore, and encamped 
in the garden of Mahdi Kasim Khan. Kunwar Man 
Singh, Sa’id Khan, and Raja Bhagwan Das had gone into 
the fortress. On the Emperor’s reaching Panipat, Malik 
Sani Kabuli, diwan of Mirza Muhammad Hakim, who 
had the title of Wazir Khan, deserted the Mirza, and 
•came to the Imperial camp. He alighted at the tent 
of Khwaja Shah Mansur, and made him. die channel 
for offering his services to the Emperor. When Khwaja 
Shah Mansur announced his arrival, the Emperor’s sus¬ 
picions were aroused, and he thought that the diwan's 
arriving at the time when his master was invading 
Hindustan must have some policy in it. He was already 
suspicious of Mansur, and his doubts were now con¬ 
firmed. So he dismissed Mansur, and showed him the 
Mirza’s letters. Mansur asseverated (his innocence), but 
it was of no use. 

The Emperor proceeded to Shahabad, and Malik 
'Ali brought hint a letter to die following elfect: 
"‘When my scouts were coming from the ford of Ludi- 
.ana, which is under my charge, and reached the sorni 
of Sirhind, they found a footman with swollen feet. This 
footman said to them, *1 belong to Sharaf Beg, die ser¬ 
vant of Khwaja Shah Mansur. He is the Khwaja'.s 
shikkdar in his jagir of Firozpur, thirty kos from Lahore. 
These letters arc to be delivered to the Khwaja; as my 
feet arc in a bad state, do you convey the letters quickly 
to him.’ These letters my men have brought to me.’' 
When the secretary opened them, one was a letter from 
Sharaf Beg to Khwaja Mansur, about the affairs of Firoz¬ 
pur, and the other was a letter from one person to an¬ 
other person, and of the following purport: “I met 
Faridun Khan, and he carried me to wait upon Muham¬ 
mad Hakim Badsbah. Although he had sent his revenue 
•collectors into all the parganas of this quarter, he has 
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not sent any to Quits* but has held us exempt/' On. 
hcanng and considering these letters it appeared to His 
Majesty that SharaE Beg had ’written one of them to 
Khwaja Mansur, and that the other was certainly con¬ 
nected with the coming of Mir?a Muhammad Hakim's 
diwan, Malik Sani, to Khwaja Mansur. Many of the 
rtmfrj and oflicers oE State were on bad terms with the 
Khwaja. and these exerted their influence to secure his 
death. So the Emperor gave the order for his execution, 
and he was hanged next morning. 

Three days afterwards, intelligence came in that 
Mirza Muhammad Hakim, having been informed of the 
Emperor’s march towards the Punjab, had passed the 
river oE Lahore, and gone oil to Kabul. The Emperor 
advanced from Sirhind to Kata nor, 17 - and from thence 
to New Rohtas. There he received good news, and hunt' 
ing as lie went along, he reached the Indus, In the 
month of Rabi‘u-s sani, lie ordered a fort to be built on 
the banks of die Indus, which is called Sinebsagar, and 
he ailed it Atak Banarns. 1 ' 3 Boats were scarce, so he- 
Ordered the amirs and soldiers tn search for and produce 
some. He assigned their respective posts to the various 
Kunwar Mao Singh, with Shaikh Jamal Bakhti- 
yar and Madlui Singh his brother , , . and others were 
sent over the river towards Parshor {Peshawar), When 
they took possession of that city, the Emperor sent 
Prince Murad along with Kalij Khan, Rai Singh, Mir/a 
Yusuf, and other amirs to effect the conquest of Kabul, 

At this time Khwaja Abu-1 Fazl, and , . came as 
envoys from Mir^a Muhammad Hakim, to beg pardon 
for his offences. The Emperor sent Haji HabibtPlla

lis Badduni (vol A, p* 293) says this was rt in con- 
imdistinction to Kalak Sandras” at the other extremity 
of the empire. 
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along with them to Kabul, promising him forgiveness, 
on condition that lie repented of the past, would 
bind himself by oath (for the future), and would send 
his sister to the Imperial Court* Prince Murad passed 
through the Khnibar Pass, and on the 15th Jum&da-s 
sani, the Emperor crossed over the river Sind-sagar 
(Indus), and there encamped. 

Here he sent the least of his servants, Nizamu-d din 
Ahmad, the author o£ this work, to proceed rapidly hi 
advance of Prince Murad, and open communications 
with the amirs who hud gone on Jitst, and to ascertain 
whether they could get to Kabul without the Emperor, 
or if they needed his presence; by what road he ought 
to proceed; and whether he should come with ali his- 
anny or travel express {jarida). In one night and day 
I readied Jalalabad, a distance of seventy-live? hoy. and 
delivered my message to the Prince* He was determined, 
upon proceeding to Kabul, and thought it advisable to 
send me back speedily to the Emperor. He also sent 
along wiLh me Haji Habibu-Ha, who had come from- 
Kabul to Jalalabad, and 1 was to report that Mirza 
Muhammad Hakim was sincerely repentant of the past,, 
that he had taken oaths, and that he was willing to send 
liis sister, but that Khwaja Husain, her husband, had 
carried her off to Badakhshan. When I and Haji 
Habibu-lla joined His Majesty, he on the following day 
marched to Pershor (Peshawar). There he left Prince 
Salim in camp with Raja BbagwaU DaS, 5a r id Khan (etc), 
and went on with speed travelling about twenty kos a 
day. When Prince Mu tad came to within seven kos of 
Kabul, Mirza Muhammad Hakim issued forth to the 
village of Khurd-kabul* and attacked him: but lie was 
defeated and put to flight. The victorious Prince then 
entered Kabul. 

On the nighf before this action Faridun, the uncle 
of Mirza Hakim, attacked the rear of the Prince's army, 
killed a good many men, and carried off considerable 
spoil. This day the Emperor advanced and encampetk 
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at .Surkfiab, fifteen Anf from Lhc army of the Prince. 
When tile rear of the Prince’s army was attacked and 
plundered, it so happened drat Haji Muhammad Aliadi, 
who had gone on in advance as messenger (dak-chauht) 
to the Prince, arrived upon the spot, and beheld the 
rout. He turned back and reported the disaster, which 
.annoyed (be Emperor. But notwithstanding this news* 
nest day the Emperor went on a stage, and Lhen receiv¬ 
ed accounts o£ the victory that had been gained, and for 
which lie offered up bis thanksgiving. 

On Friday, 10th Rajah, he entered Kabul, and re¬ 
mained there for twenty days visiting the gardens* Here 
he was informed that Mirza Muhammad l-lakim intend-* 
cd to abandon his country, and take refuge with die 
U'&eks, Deebdng this a disgrace and shame, he sent 
LatiE Khwaja to Mim Muhammad Hakim, who was at 
tChoiband, to tell him that his oifences were forgiven. 
The Mtrza, having iti the presence nf La Lit Khwaja made 
.a promise and a vow of fidelity, executed an engagement, 
and scut it by T Ali Mu it am mad Asp along with Latif 
Khwaja to the Emperor, 

His Majesty then turned homewards to Hindustan, 
.after conferring Kabul upon Mirra Muhammad Hakim. 
Leaving the army, he went on quickly Jo Jalalabad, 
where there was a large encampment. Prince Salim, and 
the nobles who were with him, hastened forth to meet 
His Majesty, and to congratulate him on his victory. 
Khwajagi Muhammad Husain, the hroLkcr of Kasim 
Khan Mir-bahr^ who was one of Mirza Muhammad 
'Hakim's nobles, came to proffer his services to the 
Emperor, and was admitted among the number of Ids 
friends. 

From Jalalabad he sent a detachment to attack the 
lulls of the Kator infidels. Travelling by regular stages, 
he peached the banks of die ttind-sagar (Indus). 174

While the Emperor was engaged in the Kabul earn* 
pstign, Bahadur 3 Ali, son of Saiyid Eadakhsbi entered the 
country of Tirhut, and gave hi in self the title of Bahadur 
Shahj 17 ' 1 but he was taken prisoner and killed by ihc- 
men of Khatt-i ’azam. Muslim Khan Faraiikhudi, being, 
in great distress and anxiety in the Siwalik hills, begged 
forgiveness for his offences through Khami biz am: and, 
in consequence of die Khan's intercession he was pardon¬ 
ed. Then he waited upon Khan-i 'azam in humble 
guise, and was afterwards admitted to an interview with, 
die Emperor at Fathpur* m 

When the Fmptror was waited upon at Kabul by 
the confidential servants of Mirza Muhammad Hakim, 
he made inquiry into the case of Khwaja Shah Mansur,

Skafiam Khan Jalair From Bengal* and Raja Bhagwan 
Das from Lahore,, came to wait upon his Majesty. It has 
been mentioned in a previous page how Khan-i r azam 
came with a number of jagirdars from Bengal to wait 
upon the Emperor, leaving dm .suhrt empty. Evil-mind¬ 
ed men took advantage of their absence* and coining 
out of every corner began to excite disturbances, A. 
servant of Ma’&um Kabuli* by name Khahita, in concei t 
with Tarkhan Diwana and Surkh Badakhshi, raised com¬ 
motions in Bihar. Muhammad Sadik Khan, with 
Mtiliibb 'Ali Khan. defeated him and killed him* 

(Return of\ Gutbadtm Regain and Salima Sntlan 
Begam from Mecca, Prince Salim .'sent to Afmir to 
meet ther/ij and to visit the shrine of Mu T inu-d din.) 

Muhammad Sadik Khan came from Bibar, and was 
well received, but he was soon sent to assist Khan-i’azam 
in suppressing the revolt of , 3 Asi Kabuli. Shah Kuli 
Khan and other amirs who had been on the Kabul cam- 
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patgn were stal with him, About this time Mif Abu 
Turab and *ItErnad Khan, who had. visited the holy tem¬ 
ple together, came to Court, and had an interview with 
His Majesty, Abu Turab had brought a stone upon 
which there was said to be an impression oE the Pro¬ 
phet's foot. PI is Majesty went out lour kos to receive 
this stone with every mark of honour* An order was 
issued that all the amirs in turn should caiTy it on their 
backs a few steps. So each one carried it a little way, 
and brought it into the city.

The traitor, Nur Muhammad 
by name, was brought a prisoner from Tirhut, and suf¬ 
fered punishment in the market.

The news from Bengal was. that Khaivi'azam bad occu¬ 
pied Tanda, diat Khaldi Khan, Jabbar Burch, and Mirnt 
Beg Kakshnl had separated from J Asi Kabuli, and had 
come lo Khan-i 'azam, and that f Asi had sought refuge 
with certain zamindars. All the parts of BengaE that 
were in the possession of the rebels now came again 
under the authority o£ the Imperial officers.

Amir Fathu-lla, one of the saiyids of Shiraz, a very 
wise and learned man, had gone from Siraz to ’Adil 
Khan in the Dakhin, and had there held high office. On 
the 22nd Rabi’u-s sani he came to visit the Emperor at 
Fathpur. 'Khan-khanan and Hakim Abu-1 Fatli were 
sent forth to meet him, and to bring him in with due 
honour. He was appointed to the exalted office of Sadr> 

The suppression and dispersion of the rebels in 
Bengal was reported to the Emperor. It was known 
that ’Asi Kabuli was in the country of ’Aisi, and Khan-i 
’azam was desirous of returning home. For these reason* 
the Emperor ordered Shahbaz Khan to proceed to Ben¬ 
gal,, to allot the whole of that sarkar in jagirs to the 
soldiers, and to do his best to exterminate ’Asi Kabuli. 
On the 17th Jumada-s sani, he started to assume his 
duties. 

In this year, an order was given for the translation 
into Persian of the MaJia-bharat, which is the chief book, 
pf history of the Brahmans. The translation was com¬ 
pleted, and received the name of Razm-nama (Book of 
War). 

Information was now brought that Khan-i’azam 
liad sent Shaikh Farid to make peace with Katlu Afghan 
(in Orissa). When the Shaikh reached his dwelling 1 , and 
liad an interview with him, Katlu was very humble. 
Bahadur Gauriya, one of the zamindars of Bengal, and 
a high officer in the army of Katlu, came to see the 
Shaikh, who then travelled on under the eyes of the 
zamindars and the servants of Katlu. Bahadur, in a hos¬ 
tile manner, blocked up the road by which the Shaikh 
was returning, and attacked hinj. Many of his men 
were killed, but the Shaikh escaped without injury. 

Burhanu-1 Mulk, brother of Murtaza Nizamu-t 
Mulk, ruler of the Dakhin, fled from his brother to 
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ltutbu-d din Khan, 11 * and by command he came from 
Lhgnce to wait upon the Emperor in the month of 
Rajah, But before this, a peraon calling Jiim*cIC 
Burhanud Mulk had waited upon the Emperor, and had 
obtained a jtigiY. Now that the real man had. come, and 
the imposture was displayed, the impostor fied and hid 
himidf; bat he 'was discovered after the lapse of a week, 
among some fogi r, and was cast into prison 

An order was given to ’Itimad Khan to Lake away 
the country of Sirohi front Sarman Detiri, and to give it 
to Jagmal his brother, who ivas an adherent of the Im¬ 
perial throne: 3,000 tnofivrs (rntthrs) was sent in charge 
of the writer of this work towards payment of the ex¬ 
penses. When Ttimad Khan arrived at Jalor, the author, 
Muhammad Ma'sum Bakhari, Kambar Beg Ishang Aka, 
Zainu-d din Kambu, and Pnhlawan \Ali Sistani, who was 
appointed kotutttl of Ahuxadobad, joined h Xtiitiad Khan* 
Muhammad Husain Shaikh and several jagirdars of 
Gujarat reinnined behind. After Ttimad Khan arrived 
at Jalor, he proceeded to Sirohb and having removed 
Samian Deori, he installed Jagmal, whom he left there¬ 
with Aghzan Khan, Mahmud Jafori, Bijad Deora, Rai 
Singh, son of Clianclar Sen, son of Rni Mai Deo.

Sic told me that this band of conspirators had a 
design against his life, and that they had for a. long 
time been preparing this plot. Now that they had Lorn 
the veil Irani their designs, they would receive no en- 
■eouivigemcnt or help from him* When I reported tire

1 could with a few men, but wit hum effect. My son who 
bad been left in the city in charge of the fort, was pflun- 
-tiered of everything. Shahabu-d din Ahmad Khan and 
Ttiirtad Khan took to (light, and went to TCahTWala, 
better known as Pattern, forty-five hoi From Alimiadahiid. 
I, the author, wrote a .report, of the occurrences to the 
Emperor. : 

Three days afterwards Mohammad Husain Shaikh 
, ... and other jagirdars of Gujarat came to Fatten, and 
having set the Fort in order, prepared to hold out. Muza- 
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ffar Gujarati gave away jagiTtf and titles to the leading 1 
rebels, and busied himself in collecting forces. Slier 
Khan Fuladi bad been governor of Pattan for maiiy 
years, but had (since) lived for some years in adversity 
itl the country of Surath. He Joined Mmaffor Gujarati,, 
who sent him with four thousand horse towards rattan. 
When Slier Khan arrived at Kari, lie sent forward his- 
men to die town of Jutana, twenty kos from PattaiL lftSi 
X attacked them and defeated them, and left Mir 
Muhibbn-Ila * . , . and a detachment of soldiers at that 
place, Zalnu-d din Kambu was sent to Kutbukl din,, 
governor of Broach and Baroda, desiring him to advance 
from that side against Ahmadabad, so that tbc enemy 
might be attacked on two sides and overpowered* 
Zainu-d din went to Kutbu-d din, and brought* 
him to Baroda. When Muzaffar was informed oE It is 
arrival there, bo led a large force to attaok him, and 
Xutbu-d din, having fought in an unsoldier-like way, 
Was defeated, and had to take refuge in the fort of 
Barodn. Many of his men and officers Joined Muzaffar, 

Shcr Khan Fuladi now advanced as far as the town 
ofMasmia , 184 fifteen kos from PatrarL, and great conster¬ 
nation fell upon the garrison, so touch 1 so that they were 
on tltc point of abandoning Pattan, and going off toi 
Jalon X resolved at all hazard to fight, and went to en¬ 
counter £hcr Khan.

From Bavoda MuzaJfar Went to Broach; and the olh- 
cers of Kuibu-d din surrendered the fortress. He obtain¬ 
ed there fourteen lacs of rupees which were hi the royal 
treasury at Kambay* and had been conveyed to Broach 
by Khwaju Iinadu d din Husain, And he “also got pos¬ 
session of all the property and treasures of Ktubu-d din, 
which exceeded ten krors. Colleciing tbc soldiers and 
Rajputs from all parts near him* lie ■ raised his force to 
nearly thirty thousand men.

This latter force had arrived at Sultanpur and Nandur- 
bar 164 while Muzaffxir was engaged at Broach, but dread 
ot Muznhai' prevented them from advancing a step Elu l ' 
ther. I, the author, every ,day' wrote letters from Pattan 
to Mir^a Khan, urging his speedy upproEidi. When ho, 
arrived with his force at Sirohi, I went forth lo meet 
him, and brought him On with all speed. He remained 
one day in Pat tan, and then 'advanced. 

When Mir/a Khan’s arrival became known to Muza?- 
flat - Gujarati, he left Broach, and returned lo Abroad a- 
bads leaving the fort of Broach in charge of Nj&sir, his, 
brother’s son, and Chaikas Ruiai, one of the Imperial 
servants who had deserted to MuEafhu. Mirza Khan 
and his army encamped at Saikaj, three kos from. 
A h ] uada bud, Muzaffar pi tched his cump oppusi tc t he 
Imperial army,- two hos distant, near the tomb of Shall 
Bhikan (God rest his aoulJ). 

On the day ihc two armies were thus brought near 
to cadi other and afterwards some fighting went on, to. 
lIic advantagE of the Imperial arms, until Friday, IGth 
Muharram, QEU. when MuzafTar marshailed his forces- 
and attacked u&, Mir/a Khan, on his side, had made his.

When I reached the foot of the hills, I attacked the 
■enemy's infantry, and drove them hack for a good kos

lets was quite bewildering, and many men and horses 
■on both sides were “wounded, 7 dismounted some of my 
best men, and rode on with them to the mountain, and 
I. sent some to call up Kalij Khan: I also sent Khwaja 
Muhammad Rafia\ a man renowned for his courage. 
Kalij Khan came up on the left, and becoming engaged, 
lie bore back the enemy a little. But reinforcements 
were brought up by the enemy, and Kalij Khan and

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tance. The men whom I had dismounted* while the 
enemy was pushing after Kalfj Khan, finding the way 
clear, ascended the hill. When die enemy returned, they 
attacked us, and many men were killed. Kalij Khan 
had found some shelter and held his ground. I sent to 
Mirza Khan for the elephant gun* (hath-nal). They 
were brought up upon the elephants, and we discharged 
several guns against die spot where Muzaffar was stand¬ 
ing. Naurang Khan now came up the mountain which 
covered the enemy's left, and got the command of his 
position. When the balls from die elephant guns fell 
in the midst of MuzafEnr's division, lie fled, and great 
numbers of his men were taken prisoners or killed. The 
Imperial arms obtained a complete victory. 10 ® Mirza 
Khan returned, and came to Ahmadabad, where lie 
busied himself in arranging the affairs of the army and 
the peasantry. He left Kalij Khan and . . . the other 
Malwa amirs to proceed against Broach. For seven 
months he remained in Ahmadabad, and at the end of 
that time the fort of Broach was captured. Charkas 
Rumi, who had deserted Kutbu-d din Muhammad 
Khan to join Muzaffar, ahd was appointed by him com¬ 
mandant of the fortress of Broach, was taken in the fort, 
and executed. Nasir, who was also- an officer, escaped, 
though half-dead. 

At the time when Mirza Khan was sent to Gujarat, 
His Majesty commanded a city and fort to be built at 
Payag, at the confluence of the Ganges and Jumna, to 
which the name of Illahabas was given. His Majesty 
went there by boat from Agra, and spent four months 
there pleasantly. . . . When intelligence of the killing of 
Kutbu-d din and the spread of the revolt in Gujarat 
arrived.

His 
scattered forces gadiered round him from aU sides, , so 
that he mustered nearly three thousand horse and foot. 
He gave a lac o£ Mahmudjs and a jewelled dagger to 
Aiiun, Khan Ghori, ruLcr of Suxath, and so won his sup¬ 
port. He gave a similar sum. to Jam Marsal, 3 . 00 Raja of 
jhalawar, who was at the.head of a body of troops and 
clansmen. He once more formed designs against 
Ahmadabad. Amin Khan, being cautions, said u> 
Muxaffax, +l Go to Line Jam., and take him along with 
you. I will attend to Lhe provisions for the army* and 
will follow you/' When Muzaffar went to the Jam, he 
drew back and said, "You march and advance against

Muznffar, with five hundred Mughal horsemen, and

When Muzaffar proceeded to Othaniya, Saiyid 
Kasim Barha came froinr Pattan to Bijapur, 20 * which is 
.thirty kos from Othaniya; and the force which was at 
Hadala came and joined the one at Paranti. Muzaffar, 
supported by’thc Kols and Grassias, and all the disaffec¬ 
ted zamindars of the vicinity, gave battle to the force 
which was at Paranti; but he was signally defeated, and 
liis elephants and canopy fell into the hands of the vic¬ 
tors. Many of his men were killed, and he himself cscap- 
■ed barefoot and half-dead. 

While Khan-khanan was thus engaged in the moun¬ 
tains of Barela^ it became known that the Jam was not 
acting honestly. His vakils were dismissed, and sent 
back to him. The Jam prepared to oppose us, and col¬ 
lected an army of twenty thousand horse 20 ® and innu¬ 
merable infantry. When Khan-khanan came to within 
seven kos of him, he sent an envoy to make his apolo¬ 
gies, and he also sent his son with three large elephants 
and eighteen Arab horses 310 to Khan-khanan, expressing 
his earnest desire to enter into a treaty, and to act in a 
friendly way. Khan-khanan then returned to Ahinada- 
bad, and five months afterwards he was summoned to 
the Imperial Court, whither he proceeded in all haste. 

Muzaffar was then in Kathiwar, and was greatly ag¬ 
grieved with Amin Khan for having taken his money, 
-and not having given him any help. Supported by the 
■people of Kathiwar and the zamindars, he collected an 
.army, and inarched against Amin Khan, who took shelt-

* march against die Dakhin, and subdue Birar. Farmans 
were also sent to Mir* Murtaza, Khudawand Khan, 
Tirandaz Khan, and other men of the Pakliin. Many of 
the great nobles, such as ’Abdu-l Matlab Khan, . Rai 
■Dnrga J,a Raja Askaran, 214 . . and many others, too 
numerous to mention, 'were sent with artillery, threei 
diundrcd elephants, and thb army of Malwa on this cx J ' 
pedition. Mir Fathu-lla, who had received the title of 
’Azdu-d daula. was sent to make arrangements in the 
Dakhin. 1 Khwajagi Fatlui-lla was appointed bakhshi, 
.and Mukluar Beg diwan of this army. 

TJtis force concentrated at Hindia, 21 * on the bord¬ 
ers of the Dakhin. ’Azam Khan had a feud with SUahbu-d 
<lin Ahmad Khan, then ruler of Ujjain, because he sus-* 
peeled Shahabu-d din of haying instigated the murder 
of. liis father. ’Azdu-d daula 'endeavoured to assuage 
his animosity;'but ’Azam Khan was a passionate man.' 
and insulted both Sbahabu-d din and ’Azdu-d daula: 
For six months the force remained inactive at Hindia, 
.and at length matters reached such a pitch that Shahabu-d 
►din, being offended with ’Azam Khan, xv’ent off lo his 
jagir of Raisin. 'Azam Khan marched to attack him, and

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A feud arose between Kayat and Sayat, sJic nephews 
of the chief of K hangar, and severe fighting occurred* 
in which Sayat was killed, and many men on both sides 
perished, Rai Singh also was wounded, and was left 
dpoii the held. Next day some jogis found him* tended 
him, cured him, and carried him with them to Bengal. 
He passed two years with them in the guise of a jogi* 
When Khamkhanan matched against Muzaffar Gujarati* 
he came to Khan, and told him his story. The Khan 
sent him to Jhahiwar to be recognised by Ins people. Ho 
related the facts to them, and adduced his proofs, on 
which they acknowledged him, and reinstated him* Ho 
attacked the people of KacEuwar, and plundered several 
of the tribes, and lie ako began to assail the country of 
the Jam and of Khangur. He mastered and Look posses¬ 
sion oi : the town of Halwad> 3;tQ otic oJ : Lhc dependencicft 
of Jhalawar. The people of that neighbourhood, wht> 
had Jong been at enmity with him, assembled in force to 
attack him. The intelligence of their rising was brought 
to him while he was in the chaugan ground. He immedi¬ 
ately started to meet them> and came up to them in a 
moonlight night. They sent a person to him to say that 
if he were really Rai Singh he would not attack them by 
night. He magnanimously assented to their wish* and 
rested where he was and went to sleep. His opponents 
here found their opportunity, and encouraging their fol¬ 
lowers they drew near to him, and when morning broke 
Lheit whole party fell upon him. He and eighty men 
that were with him fought on foot, and he was killed. 

When MuzafFar Gujarati heard of the departure of 
Khan-Khan an with his troops and family* he came to 
Amy run, 131 where the tomb of Malik DawarLi-J Mulk is* 
and laid the foundations of an army. Kaiij Khan re¬ 
mained Co guard Alnhadabad, anti I with Saiyld Rasim 
and . . . went Co disperse the insurgents who had killed

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Rai Singh. When 1 reached Halwad, 1 seni a detach¬ 
ment to ravage the villages in the pargana of Maiia,** 3 
which belongs to Khangar; and I sent anpthcr detach¬ 
ment, under Medini Rai, to Amarun, against Muzaffar. 
Upon their approaching that place, Muzaffar went off to 
Kathiwar and hid himself. The Jain sent his son to me 
•to make excuses for his cruel treatment of Rai Singh, 
.and Khangar also sent his agents to renew his promises 
•of loyalty. I then returned to Alunadabad. After my 
.arrival there Kalij Khan started for Surat, and encamped 
•outside the city. 

It then occurred to Muzaffar that after the departure 
•of the army and the return of each man to his jagir, he 
would make a dash Upon Dulaka and Kara bay, as he 
might dius be able to raise a force before die return of 
the Imperial army. So he advanced rapidly upon Dulaka 
at the head of two thousand horsemen, Kathis and JTiarc- 
jas. On receiving letters from Medini Rai, who was at 
Dulaka, I instantly took horse and started thither. As I 
was resting till evening at Sarkaj, 9M Kalij Khan came in 
and joined me with all the chief nobles and men of die 
city. Next morning- we arrived at Dulaka, but then 
Muzaffar was four kos away. For when his scouts in¬ 
formed him that die army of Ahmadabad was approach¬ 
ing, he fell back to Morbi. 

The Imperial Army occupied Dulaka, and at night 
Kalij Khan returned to Ahmadabad. I and my compa¬ 
nions followed Mpzaffar. One night and the next day 
we travelled forty-five kos. On reaching Biram-gam, we 
heard that Muzaffar had gone to the village of Akhar, 
which was ft>ur kos off, and had there shut up Saiyid 
Mustafa, son of Saiyid Jalal, who happened to he there 
with his family. Night pad come on, and we were unable 
to proceed farther. So I sent twenty horsemen, with a pair 
of kettle-drums, directing them to go about a kos from

They proceeded lo the village of 
Radhanpur/^oiic of the dependencies of rattan, and 
J;ticl siege to the fort, When intelligence of this arrived 
at Ahmadahad, l and . * went oil to relieve the place. 
On hearing of our approach, the enemy took Might, 
passed erect the Rail, and went into their own country 
II was necessary to put an end to these proceedings, 
so I crossed over Lhe Ran into Kadi at a place where 
die water was not more than three kos wide, and set to 
work plundering and destroying. We burnt and ties 
Lroyed the towns of Kart, and Katttvia, two places well 
known in Kadi/ Wc realized an enormous booty, and 
after plundering and destroying nearly three hundred 
village* in die course of three days, wo re-crossed die 
Ran opposite Malta and Morbi. Here the Ran *was 
twelve kos wide, and wc were engaged from dawn till 
eve in the passage. The water was up to a mail’s naval. 
After crossing we ravaged and destroyed die parganas 
ol Mhlia and MorhL which belonged to Khangar, 

We remained at Morbi three days. Here T wrote 
to Khangar, telling him how I had been informed 
that the hostile proceedings were the work of Jasa and 
Bajain, and had not been sanctioned by him. I had 
therefore inflicted, a little punishment. Had it been

In the year 995 the younger son of Amin Khan re¬ 
belled against him, and went to Mu/aSar, and brought 
him against his father. When I heard this, I went 
with . . against Muzaffar, to repress this outbreak., 
On arriving at Rajkot, 323 80 hos from Ahinadabad, and 
thirty from Junagarh, Muzaffar made olf towards the 
Ran. Sidi Rihan, vakil of Amin Khan, and a promoter 
of the strife, with Nokin Gohil, and other laimiulars„ 
and Bir Khan Singh, Malik Rajan, and others of the 
chief men of those parts, nearly, five hundred horsemen,, 
separated from the insurgents, and came in to make 
peace. I treated them hospitably, and held out to them 
expectations of royal favour. The Jam and Amin Khan 
also sent their sons to me, and renewed their professions 
of loplty. 

After returning to Ahinadabad, l turned my 
thoughts to the repression of the Grassias. Iii the course 
of two months I fitted, out an army, and then nvarchcd 
towards Othaniya and Ahmadnagar. I attacked and 
laid waste nearly fifty villages of the Kolis and Grassias, 
and I built forts in seven different places to keep these 
people in check. Falling back with my forces, I went to 
Wakaniru and Sarnal, 320 to put down the mutinous pro¬ 
ceedings of the Grassias. Having put Chait Rawat to 
death, I removed Karmi Koli, Kishna Koli, and Lakhu 
•Rajput, who were the principal Grassias of those parts, 
and left forts and garrisons in their places. 

In the year 996 the Emperor gave Gujarat to ’Azanr 
Khan, and recalled me to Court. By rapid stages I re-

. The intelligence of the successes in Gujarat reached 
ihc Emperor as he was travelling. He returned thanks 
to God for bis success, and continued his journey in great, 
joy, Ac this time Zain Khan Xoka, Raja Rani Chandar, 
Raja of Bittinh, a man oE high repute among the Rajas 
*nf Hindustan, who had never before acknowledged alle¬ 
giance to the Sultans of Hindustan, now expressed his 
desire of doing so, and came to wait upon the Emperor 
at Fiithpur. He was graciously received. He presortcert 
as his tribute mm hundred and twenty elephants, and 
.a line ruby* valued at fifty thousand rupees.

TWJUTYHRlRJST YEAR OF THE REJCJM 
The Ntirofri Stdtani of the thirty-first year of Lhe reign- 
and the first, year of the second karn of the reign 1 fell 
-upon Thursday, 19th Rabihi-l awwaL 991! H. (Hth 
March, 15&&). (The usual /ejokingsi) , 

At the begum lug of this year Mir Murtaza and 
Khudawand Khan, fitnirs of the Dakhin, came to the 
Imperial Court. Their affairs have been already noticed 
in describing the occurrences in Gujarat, When they 
were defeated by Salabat Khan, and cjimc to -Rirrhanpur, 
Raja T Ali Khan, the governor of that place, took their 1 
ricffturntfl from them, and'he sent 15ft of them in charge 
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of his son to the Emperor. The Dakhun amirs• were: 
received, and presented their tribute on New Year’s. 
Day. 

Mir Fathu-lla Shirazi. who had the title of 'Azdu-d 
daula, was now created chief Sadr of Hindustan, and 
received at the same time a horse, a robe, and five 
thousand rupees. 

Letterr. arrived from Kabul, stating that .Mirza* 

Sulaiman with the assistance of Mirza Muhammad* 
Hakim, had returned to Badakblhan, and obtained :i* 

victor) 1 over the array of 'Abdu-lla Khan Uzbek. 

Letters now arrived from Atak-Banaras, from Kiinwar 
Man Singh and Khwaja Shamsu-din Muhammad, with* 
the information that Mirza Muhammad Hakim was very 
ill. 1 That Faridun had started with a caravan front* 
Peshawar to Kabul, but had been defeated by Afghans 
in the Khaibar Pass, and compelled to retreat to Pesha¬ 
war. That a lire had broken out in the fori of Peshwav. 
and that a thousand camel-loads of merchandize had 
been consumed. That through this disaster Fariduu 
had got free, and had gone by another road to Kabul, 
and that seventy mcti had perished on the journey from*- 
thirst. 

'Abdulla Khan of Badnkhsharr. when lie was in¬ 
formed of Mirza Sulaiman’s success, gathered a strong 
Force, which he sent to oppose him. Mirza Sulaiman, 
unable to cope with this army, retreated to Kabul, amt 
all Badakhshan came into the power of the Uzbeks. 

Intelligence now readied the Emperor of the death* 
of Mirza Muhammad Hakim. The Mlr/a was the Em¬ 
peror's own brother, but the Emperor had shown hfctr 
kindness and affection greater than even that of a* 
brother. For the Mirza had often been presumptuous 
and aggressive, and the Emperor had not only pardoned 
him and showed him favour, but had sent amirs and 
armies to maintain him in Kabul- He was greatly addic¬ 
ted to wine, and excessive drinking was the cause of bis 
illness and death. He .died on the 12th Shaban, 993- 

4 
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When Lhe news of his death reached the Emperor, lie 
was much grieved; and after the period of inourining. 
was over, his purpose was to confirm the country of 
Kabul to the sons of the Mirza. But the nobles urged 
that the Mirza's sons were of tender age, and incapable 
of ruling; and that the Uzbek army which had already 
taken Badakhshnn was on the look out for Kabul also. 
These considerations induced the Emperor to inarch to- 
the Panjab. and he began his march on the 10th. 
Ramazan. . . . 

The Emperor travelled on by successive stages with¬ 
out making any halt to Dehli. There he visited the 
tomb of his father and the shrines of the saints, and 
dispensed his charity upon the pool*, and celebrated the 
*h\. On the 19th Shawwal he reached the banks of the 
Sutlej and encamped. There he was informed thai 
Kunwnr Man Singh had sent a body of men across the 
Indus to Peshawar, and that Shah Beg, the officer of 
Mirza Muhammad Hakim, had fled to Kabul. 

Sadik Khan was sent from Lahore to take charge of 
the Government of Bhakar. On the 17th Zi-1 ka'da the 
Emperor encamped by the side of the Chinab; . . and 
on the 28th he reached and crossed the Behut (Beyah). 
Here he received a despatch from Kunwnr Man Singh, 
reporting that the people of Kabul had willingly sub¬ 
mitted to the Imperial rule. Muhammad ’Ali Khazan- 
dii, who had been sent to Kabul, returned and reported 
that when Muhammad Hakim Mirza died, his sons 32 ' 
were so young and incapable, that the direction of affairs- 
nt Kabul was in the hands of the nobles, who were 
favom*able to the claims of the Emperor. Moreover, Fari- 
dun Khan, uncle of the late Mirza, when Kunwar Man 
Singh entered Kabul in hot haste, finding that he was 
helpless, brought the young princes to wait upon the

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Kunwar. They were received with great kindness and 
assurances of protection. Kunwar Man Singh left his 
own sons in Kabul in the charge of Shamsu-d din Khafi, 
and set off with the young princes and tire nobles of 
Kabul to meet the Emperor. On the 25th Zi-l hijja the 
Kunwar brought the princes and the Kabul nobles into 
the presence of the Emperor at the town of Rawal¬ 
pindi, which is situated between Rohtas and Atak. 
They were received with princely generosity. Each of 
the chief attendants received five thousand or six 
thousand rupees as a gift. Suitable allowances and 
jagirs were also granted. 

When the Emperor reached Atak, he sent Rhagwan 
Das, Shalt Kuli Mahram, and other well-known amirs, 
•with about 5,000 horse, to efEect the conquest of Kash¬ 
mir. On the same day Isma'il Kuli Khan and Rai &ingh 
were sent against the BjluChis. Next day Zain Khan 
Koka was sent with a force against the Afghans of Swad 
{Swat) and Bajaur, to reduce that turbulent people to 
order. The Emperor encamped at Atak on the 15th 
Muharratn, 094. 

In former times* 35 a Hindustani soldier had conic 
among the Afghans, and set up an heretical sect. 230 He 
induced many foolish people to become his disciples, 
and he gave himself the title of Pir Roshanai.™ He 
was dead, but his son Jalaln, a youth of about fourteen, 
•came, in the year 989 H., to wait upon the Emperor, as 
he was returning from Kabul. He was kindly received; 
but after a few days his evil disposition induced him to 
take flight, and go off to the Afghans. There he raised 
disturbances; and gathering a good number of men

When they reached the ptLSs of VUmraigar, 
i\ person observed to Raja Birhul that the Afghans

The Imperial forces remained for some days in¬ 
active, snow and rain came on, and the supplies of corn 
were ait off. Moreover, the news of the defeat of Zaiir 
Khan arrived, and tire army was in great difficulty. The- 
amirs resolved to make peace. They settled a tribute to 
be paid by saffron, shawls, and by tire mint to the royal 
treasury, and they appointed collectors. 333 Yusuf was 
delighted with these terms, and came to visit die amirs,. 
and they brought him along with them to see the Em¬ 
peror. When they came to Cknirt, the Emperor dis¬ 
approved of the peace, and the amirs were forbidden his 
presence; but after some days they were allowed to make* 
their obeisances. 

About this lime the ambassador of 'Ahdu-lla Khan* 
with Nazar Be, and his sons arrived, and had an inter¬ 
view. Ismail Kuli Khan and Rai Singh also arrived, 
bringing with them die chief men and leaders of the- 
Biluchis. A sum of four lacs of tankas equal to five- 
hundred turnans of Trak, was presented as a gift to* 
Nazar Be and his sons. After the feast of the Nauroz 
was over, Kunwar Man Singh was ordered to go to the 
support of Raja Todar Mai, who had been sent against 
the Yusufzai Afghans and others. When the Emperor 
had settled the course to be pursued with the Afghans,, 
and the affairs of Atak and Kabul, he resolved to return 
to Lahore, and started on the 24th Rabi’u-s sani.

On ihc 2dih ShawwuL agreeing with 12th Amurdad 
of the 37lh year of the reign, the Emperor set off hunt¬ 
ing to the banks o! the Chinab, on the way to Kashmir, 
He passed the Ravi, and stayed for five days, enjoy big 
himself in the garden of Ram Das. From thence ho 
made a march ot three Acs, Then be apppointed Kalij 
Khan and Mo La Raja to take charge of affairs at 
Lahore, As it was now the rainy season, and the water* 
were out, lie left Prince Salim to march on slowly with 
the camp, while he hastened on with Ins hunting at¬ 
tendants U) the Chinab. Here lie received in id licence 
that Yadgar, nephew of Mirra Yusuf Khan RizivL 
governor of Kashmir, had conspired with some disaffect¬ 
ed Kashmiris, and having raised the standard of revolt, 
had assumed the title of Sultan, Kazi l Ali, the dhvair 
of Kashmir, and Husa Reg Shaikh Umari, the collector 
(tahtildfir-i a khraj) t attacked him with their men, but 
Kji?J f Ali was killed, and Husain beg was glad to escape 
half dead aM to RnjaurL His Majesty sent Farid, Daklish 
with a party of aui/rv, such as , , t ,. and & ihoiuumd . 
Badaklishani Aimak horsemen, into Kashmir, He him¬ 
self crossed the Chinab, and waited there for a while

Kban-khanan had besieged Jant lieg for twtr 
months, Every day there was fighting, and hiss on both 
sides. The Sindians had got possession of the roads-

consequently become very scarce, and bittul exceedingly 
dear, Khan-khan an had no vcsoutcc but to move asvay*.

and other of his officers* to invest Sihwan,. Jani Beg* 
ass timing Srhwa 1i force to be weak m numbers, marched, 
against it.

Khwaja Muhammad Hakim Bakhshi, Obaru son of Raja 
Todar Mai, Dal Bait the son of Rai Singh, and . . * to 
reinforce the Si h wan division, This detachment m a reli¬ 
ed eighty hm in' , LWD days, and effected a junction, 

Next day [uni Beg Came up and arrayed his army. 
DaiihtL Khan also made his dispositions. His force 
amounted U» only two thousand, while Jani Beg had 
move than five thousand. But confident in the Imperial 
good fortune* they went into battle. Raja Todar Mai's 
son Dharu foughL most bravely* and was killed, The 
wind of victory blew upon the royal standards, and Jani 
beg flew towards the banks of the river. He stopped at 
the village of Unarptn, 3JP on the banks of the river, 
and again entrenched himself, Khan-khanan upon his 
side* and the Sihwan fmxc upon the other, bore down 
upon him and besieged him, There was fighting every 
day. At length Jani Beg's men were reduced to eat their 
horses and camel Si and many were killed every day by 
the fire of the gum and muskets. Jani Beg ifats compel!* 
ed to make an offer of capitulation, and to promise to 
go and wail upon the .Emperor. He begged for Lite 
period of three months to make preparations for hw 
journey, anti this wai conceded. It being the rainy sea* 
son. Khan-khan an remained in the village of Satin, in 
the vicinity of Sihwan* for that time. The fort of 
Sib wan was surrendered, and Jani Beg gave his daugh- 
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fev in marriage to Mirzu Iraj, son of Klian-khanaii. He 
also surrendered twenty ghmbs. 

The intelligence of this victory gave the Emperor 
great joy, as he deemed it a good augury of his success 
in Kashmir. He then continued his journey to Kashmir, 
and when he arrived near Bhimbhar, which is at the 
beginning of the mountain passes, lie received intelli¬ 
gence that his army, having made five or six marches in 
the mountains, had been attacked by a force of Kash¬ 
miris and men belonging to Yadgar, who had blockaded 
die pass of Kartal. 2 * 6 But these men were unable to 
hold their ground against the brave soldiers of the army, 
and took to flight. Yadgar came up as far as Hatnirpur 
with a large force to oppose the progress of the royal 
army; but in the course of the night a party of Afghans 
and Turkomans belonging to Mirza Yusuf Khan fell 
upon him and put him to death. Three days afterwards 
his head was brought to die Emperor, and was exposed 
as a warning. The Emperor’s good fortune thus secured 
an easy victory for him. It was a curious coincidence, 
that the day on which the Emperor crossed die river of 
Lahore to proceed to Kashmir, was the day on which 
Yadagar broke out in rebellion and caused the khutba 
to be read in liis name. 

On the 2Srd Zi-1 liijja, die Emperor left Prince 
Daniya! behind in charge of the ladies of the harem 
because lie was not well, and lie was directed to proceed 
with them to the fort of Rohtas. The Emperor himself 
went on rapidly to Kashmir, taking me with him in at¬ 
tendance. On the 8th Muharram, 1,001, he reached 
Kashmir, and stayed there eight days, riding about and 
hunting svater-fowl. He conferred the government of 
Kashmir on Mirza Yusuf Khan Rizwi, and left a num¬ 
ber of officers with him. such as . . . On the 0th Safar 
he started on his return journey, and embarking in a

Inteltigence here reached him that Raja Man Singh

who, since his death, had held, the country of Orissa, 
and having defeated them, he had annexed that exten¬ 
sive country which lies beyond Bengal to the Imperial 
dominions. 

THIRTY-EIGHTH year CH the KB1GN

In the midst of the rejoicings, on the £4dv Jumada-s 
■sani, Khan-khanan arrived with Jani Beg, the ruler of 
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Tatta, and was graciously received. Shah Beg Khan, anti 
. . . other amirs wiio had taken part in this campaign, 
also presented themselves at Court, and were suitably 
rewarded, wfth jagirSj increase of allowances and pro¬ 
motion. 

At the Lime when the tort ol; Junagarh and the 
country of Surath were subdued and annexed to the Im¬ 
perial dominions, Sultan MuzafTar Gujarati, who was in 
that part of the country, fled and betook himself to- 
Khangar, the zamindar of the country of Kach. ’Azam. 
Khan attacked Khangar ancl ravaged sonic of his terri¬ 
tories. This induced him to pro (ter his o\vn allegiance., 
and to make MuzafTar a prisoner. Under this arrange¬ 
ment the son of 'Azam Khan made a sudden unexpected 
attack upon the place where MuzafTar was 'staying, and 
took him prisoner. As they were going along, MuzafTar 
made an excuse for retiring into privacy, and then cut 
his throat with a razor so that he died. His head was 
then cut off and sent to ’Azam Khan, who sent it on to* 
the Emperor. 

One hundred and twcuty elephants, taken by Raja 
Man Singh in Orissa, now arrived at Court, and were 
presented to the Emperor. ’Azam Khan Mirza ’Aziz 
Koka had now been absent from Court ten years, so a 
Jarman was written calling him to Court, to receive thc- 
marks of royal approbation. Meanwhile some mischief- 
makers had reported to the Khan some unkind words 
which the Emperor was said to have used regarding 
him.*" 7 So on the 1st Rajab he embarked in a ship with 
his sons and family, and sailed for Hijjaz. When the 
Emperor was informed of this, he gave the country of 
Gujarat to Prince Shah Murad, and a farman was issued 
directing him to proceed from Malwa to Gujarat.

SUI.TAX MAHMUD KHAN OF MULTAN* 4 * 

A lew days after, Sultan Mahmud assembled an army, 
.and marched on Shor, a ‘ T when Jam Bayazid, leading 
out ’Alain Khan, with the general consent of his follow¬ 
ers, advanced to the distance of twenty miles from Shot* 
to meet him. When lie reached the Ravi, hq halted, and 
sent a letter to Daulat Khan Lodi, acquainting him 
with the particulars of the movement. Upon receipt or 
this intelligence, DuulaL Khan Lodi, at the head of the 
Punjab forces, camq to the assistance of Jam Bayazid 
before the conflict was at an end, and despatched a con¬ 
fidential person to Sultan, Mahmud, to enter into a 
negotiation for peace. At last, through his meditation, 
.a peace was arranged, under the terms of which the 
Ravi was to be the boundary. Daulat Khan then sent 
Sultan Mahmud back to Multan, and Jain Bayazid to 
Shor; after which, lie himself proceeded to Lahore. 

Notwithstanding that the terms of peace had been 
adjusted by so wise a man as Daulat Khan, yet it did 
not endure long. lu die interim, Mir Jakir Zand, SM

As the Laogah family had great respect for Malik 
'Suhvab Duchm, Mil Jakir Zand could not remain in 
Multan, He therefore sought tlic protection of Jam 
Bayazid* wlio treated him with respect, and was pleased 
to grant a portion of fits private domain for the support 
■oE the Mil's family. 

Jam hayndd was a man of beneficent charaaer and 
-of generous spirit and was particularly anxious to pro¬ 
mote the interests of the learned and virtuous. He is 
said to have sent their pensions to Multan from Sbor. 
-even during llic period of actual hostilities. His genero¬ 
sity towards men of talent was so notorious, that many 
persons of distinction quitted their homes and took up 
iheir abode at Shor. He earnestly Invited many others 
to resort to that place, and among them Maulana 
’Azisudla. pupil of Man!ana Fatbu-ila. whom he urgent¬ 
ly pressed to come. On tiis appracli to Shor, jam Baya- 
-Kid received him with much honour, conducted him to 
his private apartments, and ordered his servants to pour 
water over the Maulana's hands, and then, by way of a 
blessing, to sprinkle the same water on the four corners 
■of his house. 

There is a curious anecdote concerning die Maula- 
na and Shaikh Jalalu-d din Kumtsld, vakil of jam 
Bay add, which, though npt much to the purpose of 
this history, is yrn here recorded for an example, and as 
an awakening from the sleep of neglect. It is thist 
When the Jam received the Maul ana with such unusual 
distinction, and took him into his private apartments. 

In many other respects there is a great difference 
between the original find translation , and it is evident, 
■that the translator must have iui£d a different mmtir 
script in this portion of his work. 
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the Shaikh sent to lIic Maulana, and told him that Jam 
Bayazid had given him his compliments, and desired 
that the Maulana should select for himself one of the 
slave-girls who had been ordered to attend him. The 
Maulana sent one of his own servants to Jam Bayazid. 
and said in reply, “God forbid that a man should ever 
look upon the women of his friend; moreover, such 
sentiments arc unworthy of my advanced age.“ Jam 
Bayazid replied that he had no knowledge of the imput¬ 
ed message. The Maulana being much embrassed at 
this, cursed the person that sent the message to him. 
saying, “May his neck be broken!” and returned to his 
hoihc without even seeing Jam Bayazid, who was not 
informed of his departure until lie had actually left his 
dominions. It so happened that the curse of the Mau¬ 
lana took effect; for after Shaikh Jalau-d din came to 
Shor, having deserted the service of Sultan Sikandar, he 
chanced one night to miss his footing, when he fell from 
an upper storey with his head downwards, and literally 
broke his neck. 

After the conquest of the Panjab in 930 H., by the 
late Zahiru-d din Muhammad Babar Bndshah Gliazi. 
that monarch, at the time of his return to Dchli, sent a 
commission to Mirza Shah Husain Arghun, governor of 
Tatta, ordering him to take charge of Multan and its 
neighbouring districts. He accordingly crossed the river 
near the fort of Bhakkar, and marched towards Multan 
with a large array. The wind of the divine wrath began 
to blow, and a great flood arose. When information of 
this reached Sultan Mahmud, he trembled. Then he 
collected all his forces, and advanced to the distance of 
two days' journey from the city of Multan. He sent 
Shaikh Bahau*d din Kuraishi, successor to the celebra¬ 
ted Shaikh Bahadu-d din Zakariya (may God sanctify his 
sepulchre!), as an ambassador to Mirza Shah Husain, 
and appointed Maulana Bahlol, who was noted for the 
grace of his eloquence, as well as the elegance of his 
ideas, to accompany the Shaikh. The Mirza received

.them with much honour and said that he had come with 
the view of chastising Sultan Mahmud, and of -visiting 
Shaikh Bahau*d din Zakariya’s tomb. The Maulana 
stated that it would suffice if the chastisement of Sultan ' 
Mahmud were effected at a distance, in the same man¬ 
ner as the Prophet had mentally admonished Awais 
Karn, and that Shaikh Babau-d din was already come 
to his presence, inasmuch as he himself was the repre¬ 
sentative of Zakariya, and that there was therefore no 
need of his troubling himself lo proceed any further. 
They were, however, unsuccessful in accomplishing the 
objects of their interview, and returned to the Sultan, 
who died suddenly in the same night, poisoned, it is said, 
by Langar Khan, one of his slaves. He died A.H. 933, 
.after a reign of twenty-seven years. 

RESPECTING SULTAN HUSAIN, SON OF SULTAN 
MAHMUD OF MULTAN 

After the death of Sultan Mahmud, Kawam K.lian 
Langah and Langar Khan, who were the commanders 
of Sultan Mahmruud’s army, deserted tlicir king, and 
joined Mirza Shah Husain Arghun, and having met 
with a kind reception from him, they subsequently took 
possession of the different towns of Multan in the name 
of the Mirza, while the remaining Langah chiefs, con- 
. founded at this intelligence, hastened to Multan, and 
proclaimed the son of Sultan Mahmud as king, under 
the tide of Sultan Shah Husain, and read the Vtulba in 
his name—though he was but a child. But lie was king 
only in name for Shaikh Sliuja’u-l Mulk Bukhari, 
son-in-law of Sultan Mahmud, assuming the office of 
t vazir, secured to himself all the regal power. 

By the advice of this'incxpcricnced man, they took 
refuge in.the fort, which had scarcely < ne month’s pro¬ 
visions in it; while Mirza Shah Husain, deeming the 
death of Sultan Malnnud a most convenient opportu¬ 
nity for the conquest of the country, immediately laid 
siege to the fort.

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Alter a few clays, the garrison finding the provi¬ 
sions of the fort were consumed, and that they were about 
to perish, came to Shaikh Shuja-1 Mulk, who was the 
cause of his country's disasters, and solicited' his per¬ 
mission to divide their forces and give the enemy bat¬ 
tle, representing at the same time that they had stilL 
some vigour left, that their horses were fresh and that it 
was not improbable that the gale of victory might 
incline to their side; and that to remain inactive and 
beleaguered as they were expedient only when there was 
some hope of receiving succour from without,—which 
was not al all a probable contingency in their case. 

The Shaikh did not make any reply, but retiring to- 
a private apartment, lie invited the attendance of some 
of the chiefs, and said that as the sovereignty of Shah 
Husain Langali had not as yet been well established, he 
was afraid, lest most of' their men, on making a sally 
from the fort, should take the opportunity to desert, ancl 
join Mirzn Shah Husain, in hope of receiving a favour¬ 
able reception, and that the small remnant who had re¬ 
gard for their reputation, and who would make a stand, 
would be slain. Maulana Sa’du-lla of Lahore, a learned 
man of that time, who was in the fort of Multan on 
this occasion, relates that a few months after the siege 
had commenced, when all the avenues of the fort were 
closed by the enemy, and no one was able to enter for * 
the purpose of rendering assistance, or go out for the 
purpose of escaping his doom (for the attempt w r as at¬ 
tended with certain destruction), the garrison were at 
last reduced to such extremities, as to be compelled to 
consume dogs and cats, which were partaken of with as 
much avidity as if they had bqpn the choicest goats and 
lambs. The protection of die fort was committed by 
Shaikh Shuja‘u-1 Mulk to the charge of a vagabond,, 
named Jadu, who had three thousand militia of the 
country under him. That wretch entered all the houses 
wherever he had the least expectation of finding grain, 
and plundered them so unscrupulously, that the people 
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earnestly prayed Tor Shaikh Shuja'u-1 Midks destruc¬ 
tion. 

At last, the besieged were reduced to so desperate a 
•condition dun they preferred, being killed to a slow 
death by famine, and they accordingly threw themselves 
down from the walls of the fort into the ditch. Mim 
Shah Husain,, being aware of their distress, refrained 
from killing them. After a siege of one year and several 
months, his men, one night towards the dawn, eucred 
the fort, and made great daughter. Ait the inhabitants 
between the age of seven and seventy were taken pri¬ 
soners They treated most oppressively all the citizens 
<m whom there was the least suspicion of possessing 
wealth, and treated them with various kinds of indig¬ 
nity. This took place at the close or A, H. 934, 

Man Inna Su'd cl -11 a gives an account of what hap¬ 
pened so himself in the following words. 

‘‘When the fort was captured by the Arghuns, a 
party of them entered my house, seized on my father,. 
Maid ana Ibrahim Jama, (who, in studying and teaching 
various sciences for sixty-five years, had, in the evening 
of his life, lost the use of his sight), and made him pri¬ 
soner, Seeing the neatness and. comfort of our house, 
they suspected chat gold was somewhere concealed, and 
consequently treated us with great indignity. Another 
person came and bound me, and sent trie as. a present to 
the zvazir of the Mirza. The w/tzir was sitting on a 
wooden platform in the open area when I reached his 
house, and he ordered me to be bound with a chain, of 
which one end was tied to one oE the feet of die platform. 

X did not, however, grieve for myself, but I could not 
help shedding tears, when I recollected my £atlu?r*& sad 
condition, 

“After a while, lie called for his escritoire, vnended 
Ins pen, and then rose up and went into tine house, with 
the intention of washing his hands and feet, and pray¬ 
ing, before he sat down, to write. There was no one left 
m the place bin myself, so I approached the platform. 
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and wrote, on the very paper on which the ttfazir had in- 
tended to write, the following verse from an ode (Bnrdnhy 
— f I}o not your eyes see how I am weeping, and do you 
never say,, 4H Weep no more/* and docs your heart never 
suggest to yon that you should have pity upon mc? + After 
which, I immediately resumed my place, and began to 
weep. After his return, when he was just beginning to- 
write, lie saw the lines, and began to look round to see 
who might have writ Ecu them; but 1< tiding that there 
■was nobody except myself, he wished me to declare if 1 
had written it, and, on my confessing to have done so, he - 
inquired more about my a If a its, anti on hearing my 
father 1 ^ name, he immediately got up* released me /rone 
mv fetters, and having clothed me with a garment of his 
own, mounted Ids horse and proceeded, immediately to 
the ditvan-khnna of the Muza. and introduced me to- 
him. The Mirza sent some one to search after my father, 
and to bring him to the presence. * 

' 4 Thc people around Lhe Mirza were talking upoiv 
religious subjects, when my father w;is respectfully 
brought to that assembly, and the Miria* after bestowing 
hhila'ts, the one on my father, the other on myself, en¬ 
couraged my father to relate to him the circumstances of 
his life, and he accordingly related them, notwithstanding, 
the agitation of hb mind. He recounted them with so 
much pathos and eloquence, that the auditors were 
charm eel with him, and the Mirra requested, the pleasure 
of his company, on his return to his own country. 

M The Mirza ordered all of my father's plundered 
property to be restored, and that a compensation in 
money should be given for ifiap which could not be re- 
covered] j but my father begged W be excused from accom¬ 
panying him, saying that he was ^Oo old to undertake 
such a journey, wheni the Lime of- his preparing for his- 
last pilgrimage was so neat; and according to his ’words 
he did die only two months after this occurrence,” 

When the fort was. captured, the Mirza committed 1 
Sultan Husain to the custody of an officer, and treated 
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Shaikh Shuja'u-l Mulk Bukhari with various indignities, 
and a large sum of money was daily exacted from him. 
The country of Multan had by this time been much 
devastated, so that there was no hope of its attaining its 
former prosperity; but the Mirza, nevertheless, not think¬ 
ing its restoration so very difficult, left the country in 
charge of Khwaja Shamsu-d din, with Langar Khan to 
assist him, and he himself returned to Tatta. Under the' 
judicious management of Langar Khau, the country was 
again populated and lie subsequently turned out the 
Khwaja, with the assistance of the people, and made him¬ 
self master of the country. 

After the death of Babar, Humayun succeeded to the 
throne of Hindustan, and bestowed the Panjab in jagir 
upon Mirza Kamran. who sent a message to Langar Khan 
requesting his attendance, and on the Khan’s waiting 
upon him at Lahore, he was pleased to confer on him the 
country of l*abal in exchange for Multan. In the end,, 
the King assigned as his residence a place at Lahore, now 
known by the name of Daira Langar Khan, which is one 
of the most celebrated quarters of Lahore. From this 
time forward Multan again came under the dominion of 
the Kings of Dchli. After the death of Mirza Kamran, 
it passed to Shcr Khan (Sher Shah), from Sher Khan to 
Salim Khan (Islam Shah), and from him to the officers oC 
His Majesty Akbar, all which changes have been men¬ 
tioned in their respective places.
